either the State or Federal authori- 
ties might wish to ask him.

Clarke Jr., and John F. Bouker, the 
fourth member of tr firm, appeared 
with him before Judge Collins in 
General Sessions and pleaded ;not 
guilty to the seven additional indict- 
ments returned against them by the 
New York County grand jury on 
Monday.

Mr. McGurk declined at first to 
tell for whom he had made the pur- 
chase, but a rumor from other 
sources that the new owner of the 
bust was a member of the Rockefel- 
ler family was later confirmed by 
Mr. McGurk, who indicated that his 
client in this transaction was: Percy 
A. Rockefeller. 

The price paid for the Houdon bust 
was about $250,000. Mr. McGurk said 
j that if the bust had been put up at 
public auction in. London it would 
have brcught $400,000. 

Houdon’s bust was completed in 
1787 after Washington had given the 
sculpter. severa] sittings at. Mount 
Vernon. It was bought by an Amer: 
ican named Lampson of the Ameri- 
|can branch of. England’s Locker- 

Lampson family, which came to this 
|country from the United States in 
the early nineteenth century.

A new phase became apparent yes- 
terday in the long-standing contro- 
versy over Princeton Theological 
Seminary, with the determination of 
a group of conservatives to open a 
new seminary this Fall. The old 
battle over the seminary culminated 
at the meeting in St. Raul, Minn., in 
May of the General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church, when the gav- 
ernment of the institution was placed 
in control of a single board, classed 
by some of'.the conservatives as. 
“liberal.” : oe 

The Presbyterian, conservative .or- 
gan of the Presbyterian Church, pub- 
lished in Philadelphia, in tomdrrow’s 
{issue will announce the results of a 
meeting of conservatives. held on 
July 18, at which it was decided that 
‘fa mew seminary must be started 
at. once ta supply the need for sound 
theological: training that has been 
supplied by the Princeton which 
was.”* 

More than seventy elders and min- 
isters attended the meeting'in Phila- 
delphia, where they formulated plans 
to open the new seminary this Fall, 
including former directors, ‘ profes- 
sors and students of Princetofi Semi- 
nary. At the close of the meeting. 
the church paper. will announce, 
“there was a spontaneous response 
in the form of nledges amounting to 
More than $22,000’’ for the start of 
a fund to onen a new schodl for the 
trainine of Pres»vterian clergymen. 

Other .Gifts Promised. 

The preliminary fund, it 1s de- 
clared, came from a small number 
of persons and churches, with prom- 
fses from many more after the 
church boards had been consulted. 
“Encouraging assurances were also 
received of a large student enrol- 
ment and of.a_ faculty. second to 
none in the country,” the Presbyte- 
rian will announce. 

It is predicted that this response 
is only an indication of the support 
that may be expected ‘‘when evan- 
gelical churches all over the country 
will come forward with like enthu- 
siasm,”* so that ‘‘adequate support 
for the. new seminary seems assured 
in any amount that may be re- 
quired.” 

Last week’s meeting was the result 
of a conference the week before of a 
small group of Presbyterian elders 
with some of the former professors 
of the seminary. A call was sent out 
to representative elders and pastors 
in’ Philadelphia and vicinity, signed 
by James L. Rankin, T. Edward 
Ross; John, Steele, F. M. Paist, 
James F. Shrader,.

CHICAGO, July 23.—Plans for one 
of the biggest oil mergers since the 
days of the old Standard Oil trust 
were announced today. The Stand- 
ard Oil Company of Indiana made 
known its intcntion of taking over 
the Pan-American Petroleum and 
Transport Company, in which it al- 
ready holds control of the voting 
stock but does not own a majority 
of all stock. 

The Standard of Indiana proposed 
to accomplish complete ownership by 
exchanging seven shares of its stock 
for six shares of é¢ither Pan-Ameri- 
can Class A or B stock. For this 
purpose, a special meeting of Stand- 
ard of Indiana stockholders was 
called for Aug. 27 at Whiting, Ind., 
to increase thé authorized capital 
stock from $575,000,000 to $450,000,000 
or from 15,000,000 to 18,000,000 shares 
of $25 par value. 

Consolidation of these two. com- 
panies, which are among the leaders 
in the oil] industry, will involve prop- 
erties “valued around’. $755,000,000. 
Standard of Indiana is one of the 
great refining and marketing com- 
panies, with a dominant position in 
the Middle West. Pan-American Pe- 
troleum is one of the chief producers 
of crude oil, with properties in this 
country, Mexico and South America.

WASHINGTON, July 23.—Upon the 
eve of proclaiming in force the Kel- 
logg anti-war treaty and with world 
sentiment increasing for limitation 
of naval armaments, President Hoo- 
ver today moved to check this coun- 
try’s . increasing military costs 
through a revision of the army budg- 
et after a’study by a commission of 
the General Staff and in the hope 
also. of effecting a tax reduction 
through curtailment of expenditures 
for the army. 

He declared in a statement that the 
expenses of the United States Army 
constitute the “largest military budg- 
et of Any nation in the world,” and 
this at a time when there was less 
real danger of war for the United 
States than at any time in the past 
fifty years. 

Mr. Hoover saw in the anti-war 
treaty and the possible limitation of 
naval armaments through interna- 
tional agreement, it was indicated, a 
condition that permitted the reduc- 
tion of the military establishment 
without injury to adequate prepared- 
ness. In this lay the principal hope 
of a tax reduction soon, he said.

Statement of Hoover’s Plans. 


The President’s program was afi- 
nounced at the semi-weekly confer- 
ence with the newspaper men and 
is a result of his survey of the in- 
creasing costs of government, made 
public last week. The President’s 
statement of it reads: 

Last week there was published 
a statement showing the estimated 
increase in Federal expenditures 
over the next four years, as im- 
posed by legislation already passed 
by Congress, 


These estimates indicate by 1988 
an increased burden of somewhere 
from $250,000,000 to $300,000,000 
above the expenditures of the: fis- 
cal year just ended and from $400,- 
000,000 to $500,000,000 above the 
expenditures of four years ago. 

Of this the purely military and 
naval expenditures, excluding non- 
military activities of these depart- 
ments, represent about one-half. 
The combined expenditure is  esti- 
mated at $803,000,000 in 1933, an in- 
crease of $120,000,000 over ‘the last 
fiscal year and $224,000,000 over 
four years ago.

DECRIES PROTECTIVE LAWS 





They Are Enacted to Stop Compe- 
tition and Do Not Bar Harmful 
Occupations, She Says.

WASHINGTON, July 23.—A drastic 
manifesto denouncing so-called pro- 
tective legislation and demanding the 
admission of women to all callings 
on equal terms with men, with the 
same prohibitions and regulations, 
and at the same pay, was adopted 
by the Open Door Council at its 
first interna&atjonal session this Sum- 
mer in Berlin,\ according to Miss 
Doris Stevens ofi New York, who at- 
tended in the dual capacity of dele- 
gate from the United States of the 
National Woman’s Party and as ob- 
server for the Inter-American Com- 
mission of Women, of which she is 
chairman. 

The manifesto further proclaims 
the right of every woman, even after 
child-birth, to engage in paid work 
if she so desires, without being gov- 
erned by father, husband or other 
relative. 

Miss Stevens was one of the sign- 
ers for the United States to the call 
for the meeting of the council, which 
is an international organization 
formed by a group of women led by 
Lady Rhonda of England, who were 
delegates to the meeting im Paris 
three years ago of the International 
Woman Suffrage Alliance and felt 
the need of an organization through 
which to express views on the eco- 
nomic status of women more ad- 
vanced than those endorsed by the 
alliance at that time. 

“The struggle for the economic 
equality of women with men prom- 
ises to be even harder than the 
long and still unfinished struggle for | 
the vote,”’ said a statement in the 
council’s call to the first interna- | 
tional meeting. “This economic ; 
Movement today is hardly more ad- 
vanced than was the suffrage move- 
ment fifty years ago.”’ ie 

The statement was the keynote of 
the discussions and_ resolutions 
adopted by that feminist congress, 
according to Miss Stevens. 

One important resolution of the 
conference opposed any further night 


work rezculations of the International 
Labor Office. 


“Laws Stop Competition.” 


Mrs. D. M. Aldrich, organizer for 
the Open Door Council of Great Brit- 
ain, said that once an International 


Labor Office convention is ratified, 
no effective effort-can be made to 
repeal it for ten years. 

Miss Stevens, in introducing the 
resolution regarding the constitution 
of the International Labor organiza- 
tion of the League of Nations, said 
she was grateful to the Open Door 
Council for calling this conference 
by which women could make a co- 
herent protest. 

“The American Typographical 
Union is the only known union in 
the world that grants equal pay and 
equal opportunity to women in its 
organization, which is composed of 
men and women,”’ says Miss Stevens. 

“Most of the protective legislation 
4s put through by male legislators to 
protect male workers from feminine 
competition. That is to say, it is 
selfish. 

“The trades and occupations that 
are really physically harmful to wo- 
men are left open to them. In each 
country there has been a small mi- 
nority of women opposing this con- 
dition, and now this organization of 
the Open Door International will 
enable these separate forces to work 
together. 

“The international feminist move 
ment has, up to the present time, 
been engaged in educating public 
opinion on the need of removing wo- 
men’s traditional disabilities and in 
focusing attention on political suf- 
frage as her weapon in bringing 
about reforms. 

‘‘Very little has been done to make 
the general _ realize the danger 
to woman of legal restrictions placed 
on her wage-earning powers; ‘egal 
restrictions which are constantly be- 
ing added to in most countries. Many 
‘women’s organizations even have not 
yet fully comprehended the danger. 

‘‘Protective legislation that protects 
the worker, man or woman, without 
a, fac to sex, may be in some occu- 
pations desirable, but ‘protective’ leg-

COLUMBIA, SS. C., July 23 (P).—

as defendants in a suit for $2,500,000 
damages filed in Court of Common 
Pleas here by William Lavarre, who 
with Harcld Hall bought four South 
Carolina and Georgia. newspapers 
during January, March and April. 
The petition charges the companies 
with having violated an agreement to 
lend Lavarre $2,500,000 for financing 
and purchasing newspapers over a 
period of two years and with having 
entered into a ‘‘fraudulent conspir- 
acy”’ along with Harold Hall to de- 
fraud him of the benefits of a plan 
and contract which he conceived. 

He charges that at the time of the 
Federal Trade Commission hearings 
in Washington he was induced to 
give the paner company a demand 
note for $870,000 instead of a two- 
year note, and that after he refused 
to suppress the reports of the hear- 
ings, as carried by The Associated 
Hag threats were made to call the 
note. 

He charges that Harold Hall, acting 
for the company, sought to have 
editors of the papers suppress news 
of the hearings.

ST. LOUIS, July 23 (4).—In their 
endurance flight Dale ‘Jackson and 


Forest O’Brien have traveled more 
than 15,0U0 miles, their, average 
speed being about sixty miles an 
hour. At the time they. broke the 
record they had used 2,150 gallons 
of gasoline, 95 gallons of. oil and had 
made forty-five refueling contacts. 

Jackson is only 23-years old, but is 
known as a veteran flier. He-estab- 
lished a record of 417 barrel rolls in 
a Robin. monoplane last-year. He 
also participated in the coast-to-coast 
air races last year. 

O'’Brine, 33, is ‘chief test: pilot for 
the Curtiss-Robertson’ Company. He 
was an instructor in-a flying school 
at Marshall, Mo., before coming to 
St. Louis Jast year. 

The original purpose of the flight, 
which started at 7:17 A. M., July 
13, was to. give the motor an endur- 
ance test.. The plane took on -a 
light ‘load of sixty gallons of gaso- 
line when it refueled as it entwred 
its eleventh day of flight at 7:17 
A. M. (Central Standard Time) and 
then began making wide circles 
above the field. The weather was 
clear. 

The fliers reported that ‘‘every- 
thing is all right” and that ‘‘we are 
ready to start another endurance 
flight.”’ ;

to them. 


FIFTH MARK SET THIS YEAR. 


Endurance’ Records All Made by 
Americans in American Planes. 
For the fifth time since the first 
of January the refueling duration 


record has peen broken by American 
pilots flying an American plane with 
an American motor. 





Mark, powered by ‘three Wright 
‘Whirlwinds, ‘established a record of 
more than 150 hours of continnous 
flight. In May two Texas barn- 
stormers flying a rebuilt Ryan estab- 
lished a new record of 172 hours and 
32 minutes. 

At Cleveland on July 6, Byron K. 
Newcomb and Roy Mitchell stayed 
aloft in their Whirlwind powered 
Stinson, 174 hours and 59 seconds. 
Their record, however, was broken 
at Los Angeles by Loren Mendell and 
Roland Reinhart just six days later 
in another Whirlwind-powered plune, 
a Buhl biplane and they stayed aloft 
for just ten days.and six hours, mak- 
ing a record which it was believed 
would stand for some time. 

Dale Jackson, formerly in charge 
of the Curtiss Air Service at Miami 
and a stunt. pilot of note, and his 
companion, Forest O’Brine, departed 
from the equipment of their prede- 
cessors in one important particular. 
All the others used the Whirlwind 
engine. They used a’ Curtiss Chal- 
lenger, an air-cooled radial similar in 
this respect to the hirlwind but. 
smaller. 

The plane, a Curtiss Robin, is a 
small ‘cabin ‘monoplane built in St. 
Louis by the Curtiss Robertson Ajir- 
craft Company. The motor develops 
179 horsepower. ;

IN AIR WITH RADIO TALK 


|E. H. Lee, Senior Mail Pilot, 
Laments Passing of Thrills 
From Plane Travel. 


CHICAGO, July 23 ‘).—Celebrating 
his one-millionth mile in the air, E. 
Hamilton Lee, senior pilot of the 
United States air mail service, to- 
night told the story of commercial 
aviation and lamented the passing of 
air thrills in a talk over the radio 
through a National Broadcasting 
chain. 

More than 900,000 of Lee’s 1,000,000 
miles were flown on mail routes. He 
flew over the first experimental air 
routes established by the govern- 
ment and when the transcontinental 
service was inaugurated he became 
a pilot on the Chicago-Omaha link, 
At present he flies a section of the 
transcontinental mail route for the 
Boeing Air Transport westward from 
Chicago. 

In his address he carried his lis- 
teners with him on the mail flight 
from Chicage to Salt Lake City, de 
scribing what he saw by day and 
night. 

“It must make an old cowman mad 
to see a fellow in shiny boots and 
polo pants riding a slick horse,’’ he 
said. ‘‘WellL it hurts, in a way, to 
see these mail pilots climbing up into 
heated cabins or cockpits and talking 
to somebody on the ground over the 
radiophone. 

“T am happy to celebrate the fly- 
ing of my millionth mile without a 
serious accident. But I feel that all 
the improvements and safety meas- 
ures have taken most of the adven- 
ture out of the air mail business. 

“As people become familiar with 
air travel there will be no more mys- 
tery about it. We are rapidly ap-

I had not thought seriously of com- 
peting for the prize. offered by Lord 
Northcliffe until a few weeks before 
I made my successful effort. I defi- 
nitely decided to try it when news 
arrived that Hubert Latham, the 
English flyer, had falled into the 
sea on his first try—that was only 
a week before I managed to fly 
across. 

“In a flight duration contest at 
Douai the month before, I: had 
burned my foot badly on an over- 
heated motor exhaust. I was still 
on crutches when I decided to ship 
my plane from Paris to Calais. 
Although I could not walk without 
crutches, I was able to make short 
trial flights. 

“The machine I crossed in was 
constructed of wood and canvas. 


flying at a speed of from 70 to 80 
kilometers (about 44 to 50 miles) an 
hour.: Within ten minutes I ran into 
a fog which obscured both the 
French and English coasts. I had no 
way of telling where I was, but kept 
my foot firmly pressed on the lever 
controlling the horizontal movements 
of the plane and kept driving straight 
ahead. I was in the fog fully ten 
‘minutes and out of sight of any ob- 
eels 6 which I might secure my 
earings. 

“Although I did not realize it at 
the time, the wind coming up the 
Channel was taking me far to the 
right and off my course. At no time 
was I more than 350 feet above the 





water. I tried three times to nose 
the plane up higher, but the air cur- 
rents prevented my doing so. . 
‘‘My sole thought was of the motor, 
wondering whether it would stall in 
mid-Channel. I worried too much 
about that to be afraid or think of

CAPE TOWN, South Africa, July 
23.—Sessions were held today by 
both the geographical and chemistry 
sections of the British Association 
for the Advancement of Science. 
This is the second meeting of the 
association in this part of the world. 
The first was in 1905. 

At the geographical session the 
principal paper was by Brig. Gen. 
E. M. Jack, president of the section, 
and his topic was ‘‘national surveys.”’ 


After citing the fact that all civilized 
countries have now mapped them- 
selves, under government supervision, 
as an outgrowth of military topo- 
graphical surveys, General Jack re- 
ferred to this work in the United 
States and Canada as of special in- 
terest to the geographers of the 
world. 


American Surveys Separate. 


“In the United States,’® he said, 
‘“‘we have a country of great extent, 
but at the same time of great wealth; 
a country, moreover, which has a 


reputation for efficiency and for be- 
ing in the forefront of economic 


operations.. THe Coast and Geodetic 
Survey produces coastal charts, with 
such smdll, amount of topographic 
work along the coast as is necessary 
for these,’ and does first and second- 
order triangulation, traverse, and 
leveling, and allied scientific work. 
The Geological Survey carries out its 
own third-order control, both hori- 
zontal and vertical, and produces and 
publishes topographical maps on four 
scales, besides smaller scale wall 
maps, &c., and in addition to’ geolog- 
ical and allied work.’

RIGA, July 23.—The Soviet Govern- 
ment has accepted the British invita- 
tion to send an envoy to enter into 
negotiations for the resumption of 
diplomatic relations and has instruct- 
ed M. Dovgalevsky, the Soviet Am- 
bassador to Paris, to proceed to Lon- 
don immediately. 

The Soviet note to Britain, an- 
nouncing this action, stipulates that 
the acceptance of the invitation is on 
condition that the preliminary dis- 
cussion shall concern merley the pro- 
cedure for the resumption of rela- 
tions and not other disputed ques- 
tions. 

Arthur Henderson, British Foreign 
Secretary, stated in Parliament on 
July 15 that an invitation had been 
sent to Moscow for a responsible rep- 
resentative of the Soviet to visit Lon- 
don to discuss the most expeditious 
procedure for reaching a settlement 
of the outstanding questions.

Note Rejects All Blame. 


MOSCOW, July 23 (®).—The Soviet 
‘not to the British Government said: 


“The government: of the Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics ‘takes cog- 
nizance of the statement of the will- 
ingness of the British Government 
to restore diplomatic relations, which 
had been severed neither by the fault | 
nor the desire of the Union Govern- | 
ment, and greets this statement in 
the interest of both countries and in 
the cause of peace. 

“The government of the Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics believes it; 
necessary to establish a durable | 
agreement on controversial questions 
in the shortest possible time and is 
of the opinion that such a durable 
agreement is possible of achievement 
only through equal treatment for 
both sides and by maintenance of 
mutual dignity and respect. 

“The Union Government accepts 
the rights and obligations of States 
in diplomatic relations between them 
as long as the government of Britain 
accepts these rights and obligations. 

“Understanding that Great Britain 
merely proposes a preliminary ex- 
change of views solely on the ques- 
tion of procedure and subsequent 
discussion of controversial questions, 
and not their substance, and believ- 
ing that such negotiations on pro- 
cedure may be concluded within a 
very short time, the government of | 
the Union of Soviet Socialist Repub- 
lics instructs M. Dovgalevsky, Am- 
bassador to France, to go to London 
for this purpose.”’ 

Though Ambassador Dovgalevsky 
is empowered only to discuss the 
means of procedure to a conference; 
responsible circles here are confiJjent 
that the differences over old Russian 
debts and propaganda alleged to have 
been carried’ on abroad will be 
smoothed out when representatives of 
the two. countries get together. 

The British offer to resume rela- 
tions, or at least to open the way for 
them, is particularly welcomed at the 
present moment as. tending to dispel. 
suspicions that the present menacing 
situatién in Mafichuria was inspired 
by a far-reaching. aim of Britain to 
isolate the. Soviet Union. 


Dominion’s Part'Is Questioned.

revealed today. 

Dr. Kieb said that he was without 
definite information regarding the 
cause of the rebellion, although 
he had sent Philip G. Roosa, 
chief Clerk of the department, 
and George R. Wadsworth, Super- 
intendent of Prison Industries, to 
investigate. He was inclined to be- 
lieve that overcrowding was re- 
sponsible for the unrest. 

One direct result of the riot, put 
down after five hours of fighting, in | 
which 250 prison defenders recruited 
from State troopers, prison guards 
and citizen volunteers held the 1,300 
struggling prisoners in control, will 
be a strengthening of the guards at ' 
all prisons, Dr. Kieb asserted. | 
Fifteen additional guards will be 
sent to Dannemora at once, and 
smaller contingents will be assigned 
to other prisons where they are 
needed he said. 





Prepared After Finding Explosive. 


Dr. Kieb’s disclosure of the dis- 
covery of explosives hidden outside 
the prison wall was the first intima- 
tion that outsiders might have had 
a hand in yesterday’s revolt, and it 
is that phase of the occurence which 
investigators have been told to look 
into most carefully. 

The explosive was found by prison 
attachés five weeks ago in a bundle 
hidden near one of the prison gates, 
Dr. Kieb said. With it was a quan- 
tity of percussion caps. Following 
the discovery, threats of an attempt 
at jail delivery were reported from 
“inside and outside the  prison.’’ 
Coupled. with these reports, the Com-

“A flat rate of duty on commodi- 
ties may well result in excessive 
profit to those engaged in a given in- 
dustry when the world price on that 
commodity goes up and correspond- 
ingly penalize the American con- 
sumers. 

“A sliding scale duty would afford 
protection to industries when the 
world price is low by automatically 
increasing the duty and protect the 
consumer when the world price is 
high by automatically lowering the 
duty; provided, of course, those en- 
gaged in the industry maintain a 
fair margin between the cost of duty 
paid for raw materials and their 
sales price of the finished product. 

“Industry is entitled to a fair re- 
turn on its investments and should 
be protected against ruinous compe- 
tition. It should also be restricted 
so that it cannot extract more than 
a reasonable price from the Ameri- 
can consumer. The sliding. scale I 
prefer contemplates giving proper 
protection to industry, while through 
an internal revenue tax safeguard- 
ing the American consumer against 
excessive prices. 


Denies it Is Price Fixing. 


‘‘Well-regulated industries are the 
best assets any nation can have. It 


cannot be fairly argued that a slid- 
ing scale of duty and a sliding scale 
of revenue tax protecting both in- 
dustry and the consumer is price- 
fixing, because there will always be 
fluctuations based on the world mar- 
ket price and because of competi- 
tion in the home industry within 
reasonable bonds.

omitted. Mr. Burton requested that 
her passport be revoked, but this the 
depariment declined to do. 

Mr. Carr pointed out that there 
was nothing in law requiring the 
administration of an oath of alle- 
giance for passport purposes, but! 
that under practice since the Civii| 
War any form of oath affirming al-| 
legiance to the Constitution should | 
be taken. | 


Reply for the State Department. | 





Mr. Carr’s letter, written in behalf 
ef Secretary Stimson, was as fol- 
lows: 


July 22. 
Mr. H. Ralph Burton, Union Trust 
Building, Washington, D. C.: 

Sir: I have to acknowledge the 
feceipt of your letter of July 14, 
1929. requesting the revocation of 
the passport recently-issued by the 
department to Miss Dorothy Det- 
zer, who affirmed her allegiance to 
the United States by taking the fol- 
lowing oath: 

“Further, I do solemnly affirm 
that I will support the Constitu- 
tion of the United States against 
all enemies, foreign and domestic: 
that I will bear true faith and alJ- 
legiance to the same, and that I 
take this obligation freely, with- 
out any mental reservation or pur- 
pose of evasion; so help me, God.’’ 

The action of the department in 
considering this oath adequate for 
passport purposes did not involve 
a departure from the established 
practice, but was in accord with 
precedents which have been fol- 
lowed over a Jong period of time 
with respect to citizens of the 
United States, who, for one reason 
or another, have conscientious 
scruples against taking the oath as 
ft anvnerars in the printed form of 
application. | 





No Law on Passport Oath. 


This printed oath has varied 
from time to time since 1861, when 
an on‘h of allegiancerwas first re- 
aquired of an applicant for pass- | 
port. IT may say thaf there is no 
law of the United States requiring 
the taking of an oath of allegiance 
by an avplicant for a passport. | 

Thus the situation differs from | 
that which exists in cases of aliens 
apviying for naturalization as citi- 
zens of the United States, since the 
naturalization law nat only re- 
quires an applicant for naturaliza- 
tion to take an oath of allegiance | 
to the United States but prescribes | 
the contents of the oath. 

The propriety of exacting a 
promise to support the Constitution | 
of the United States from every | 
one who might ask from the gov- | 
ernment the protection of a pass- | 
port has been recognized by suc- | 
cessive Secretaries of States ever | 
gince the Civil War. 

The present practice is based | 
upon an executive order of Jan. 31, 
1928, entitled ‘‘Rules governing tne 
granting and issuing of passports 
in the United States. issued in pur- 
suance of the provision of Section 
1 of an act of Congress of July 3,

1926 (U. S. Stat. at. L Vol. 44, 
Part 2, page 887). providing that 
“The Secretary of State may 


grant and issue passports * * * 
under such rules as-the President 
shall designate and prescribe for 
and on behaif of the United States.”’ 

(Paragraph 31 of the executive 
order states that an application 
for passport must contain ‘‘the 
applicants oath or affirmation of 
allegiance to the United States,” 
but does not prescribe any special 
form of oath.)

Ruling of 1968 is Cited. 


In a letter of March 12, 1908, 
Mr. D. L. Miller of Mount Morris, 
Ill., wrote to the Department in 
behalf of the missionaries of the 
Brethren Church which, according 
to his statement, ‘‘is non-resident 
in principle and holds that all war 
is needless and that all interna- 
tional disputes should be settled by 
arbitration.’’ He inquired whether 
it would not be possible for these 
missionaries, in view of their paci- 
fist principles, to take the oath in 
a modified form. 

In his reply of March 21, 1908, 
Acting Secretary of State Bacon 
said that the missionaries in ques- 
tion might submit applications con- 
taining a form of oath reading as 
follows: 

“I further do solemnly affirm 
that I will bear true faith and al- 
legiance to the Constitution of the 
United States, and that I take this 
obligation freely without any men- 
tal reservations or purpose of eva- 
sion.’’ 

As indicated above, the Depart- 
ment has issued passports in num- 
bers of cases besides those just 
mentined upon applications con- 
taining the oath of allegiance in 
forms which, although differing 
from the usual form, indicated 
that the applicants bore true faith 
and allegiance to the United States. 
There seems to be no reason to 
depart from a practice which con- 
forms in every respect with the 
carefully-considered and well-estab- 
lished practice of this government.

Progressive Group Holds Right 
of Criticism Necessary to 
Vigor of Unionism. 











FROWNS ON RED PARLEY | 


Disapproves Communist Plan for, 
Centralized Power—_Says Green 
Has Upheld Its Views. 





Insisting upon the right of and 
necessity for a critical minority in 
the American labor movement, the 
Conference for Progressive Labor 
Action, of which A. J. Muste is 
chairman, announced yesterday its 
determination to continue its attack 
upon “reactionary policies and of- 
ficials and its advocacy of progres- 
sive measures.’’ 

The statement was a reply to re- 
cent criticism of the organization 
by the Executive Council of the 
American Federation of Labor. It 
declared that the conference disap- 
proved ‘‘of the plans under way by 
the Communists to call a conference 
in Cleveland for the formation of a 
Communist trade union centre’ and 
that the organization ‘‘does not pro- 
mote or countenance the formation 
of so-called ‘nuclei’ consisting of 
groups of workers in labor organiza- 
tions who act under the instructions 
and orders from an outside agency.’’ 

“The rank and file of labor will 
resent any attempt on the part of 
reactionary officials to crush an 
honest, fearless, critical, constructive 
minority within the labor move- 
ment,’’ the statement declared. ‘‘No 
movement can hope to live, hope to 
escape from dry rot and decay if it 
does not have such an opposition 
within its ranks. We insist that it 
is not only the right but the duty 
of members in a democratic labor 


declared in a notable address de- 
livered before the eighteenth conven- 
tion of the International Ladies’ Gar- 
ment Workers Union at Philadelphia, 
Dec. 5, 1925, ‘I have no quarrel with 
a member of our union who may be 
classified as a radical. In fact, I 
am glad to see that spirit manifest 
itself.’ 

‘‘This tolerance of progressive and 
radical opposition and propaganda is 
the traditional attitude of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor and the 
labor movement the. world over. 
There never was any justification for 
the abandonment of this historic 
policy. 

“The rank and file of organized 


| labor will expect its leaders to meet 


the issues raised by honést criticism 
and to welcome it as necessary for 
the life and progress of the move- 
ment. It will expect that no steps 
be* taken which would deprive the 
American labor movement of the ser- 
vices of vigorous elements in its own 
ranks and in addition deprive it of 
the respect of all progressive and 
liberal forces in America interested 
in democracy. and social progress. 

“The Conference for Progressive 
Labor Action is not a dual trade 
union centre or federation of labor. 
It is not interested in the formation 
of any such dual organization. It 
disapproves of the plans now under 
way by the Communists to call a 
conference in Cleveland for the for- 
mation of a Communist trade union 
centre. As we see it such a move- 
ment is disruptive and totally out of 
accord with the needs of the workers 
in America today. 

‘“‘The charge that the Conference 
for Progressive Labor Action is out 
to destroy the American Federation 
of Labor is false and absurd. It is 
out to do all in its power to bring 
the millions of American workers 
into the labor movement in order 
that organized labor may be a mighty 
agency able to cope with company 
unionism, the open shop, injunctions, 
yellow-dog contracts, and the whole 
régime of Republicanism, big busi- 
ness, militarism and imperialism.”’

WHISKY AND CARS SEIZED 


Liquor Ring at El Paso, Said to 
Involve Prominent Men, Disclosed 


by Prisoner’s Confession. 





EL PASO, Texas, July 23 (*).— 
Answering with bullets the challenge 
of Mexican smugglers in the liquor 
war along the Rio Grande, American 
border guards today listed two dead, 
three wounded and eight captured 
from the enemy ranks in a smashing 
blow at a desperate rum-running 
ring in which several El Paso busi- 
ness men are declared to be impli- 
cated. 

The death of a brother officer, Ivan 
E. Scotten, who was slain in an 
ambush laid by the smugglers on 
Saturday, was avenged by four bor- 
der patrolmen of the Immigration 
Service last night when they sur- 
prised a score of rum-runners and in 
a pitched battle killed two men and 
wounded three others. 

Five of the smugglers were cap- 
tured, 
loaded with liquor and three expen- 
sive motor cars. 

Following up their victory, the 
border guards today captured another 
truckload of liquor, destined for Den- 
ver, and arrested three Mexicans. 

H. C. Horsley, chief of the border 


atrol, announced that evidence had 
een obtained implicating several 
El Paso business men in the opera- 
tions of the rum ring. He said ar-

With blazing guns, the four border 
patrolmen fought off the band of 
smugglers who dared a crossing of 
the river last night and forced them 
to retreat into Mexico with their 
dead and wounded. 

Taking a position behind a high 
fence near the river bank, the offi- 
cers exchanged shots with their 
attackers for half an hour. 


An ambulance from Juarez, the 
Mexican city opposite here, made 
three trips to the scene of the battle 
on the exican side. At Liberty 
Hospital in Juarez, it was reported 
however, that none of the wounded 
had been treated there. 

The Americans emerged from the 
battle unscathed. 

At the hottest part of the fight 
eleven members of the gang in 
Juarez rushed to the aid of the 
twenty smugglers who first engaged 
the patrolmen, authorities were told 
by the three Mexicans arrested today. 

The truck seized is owned by a 
paper company here. Horsley said 
he learned the machine had been 
stolen by a former employe of the 
firm, who is one of the leaders of 
the smugglers. The truck was loaded 
with 150 gallons of whisky in barrels. 

From a negro captured during the 
fight Horsley said he had learned the 
name of the head of the smuggling 
ring. 

While not specifically charged with 


the duty of: apprehending rum- 
runners, the Immigration officers 
have been working closely with

the flow of liquor across the border.

LAYS MOST CRIME | 
TO DEFECTIVE MINDS 


Dr. Carleton Simon Also Blames 
Laxity of Past Immigra- 
tion Laws.

| CORTLAND, N. Y., July 23.— 
' About 100 of the 187 members of the 
| New York State Association of Police 
Chiefs attended the opening session 
of their convention here this after- 


noon and more are on the way. The 
principal address of the afternoon 
was made by Dr. Carleton Simon of 
New York, who spoke on crime and 
criminals. 

Dr. Simon blamed much present- 
day crime on the poor immigration 
laws of the past. He said that mod- 
ern knowledge showed that all men 
were not created equal in spite of the 
constitutional declaration, and he as- 
serted that newspapers and moving 
pictures were not causes of crime. 

Commenting on prohibition, Dr. 
Simon said that no nation having 
such a diversity of climate as ours, 
reaching from the Arctic circle to 
the tropics, could hope to enforce 
“‘any universal law that governs such 
human habits as, for instance, the 
taking of alcoholic beverages.’’ He 
said that climatic conditions affected 
custom, and that custom helped to 
form the foundation of the law. 

Among the outstanding causes of 


who cannot cope with the new civi- 
lization, he said. 

“The destructive forces engaged in 
criminality must be studied and re- 
viewed from a new angle, from the} 
viewpoint of the psychiatrist,’’ Dr. 
Simon said. ‘‘The State will ulti- 
mately have to pass upon the mental 
classification of all of its citizens, so 
that crime be not perpetuated, so 
that mental defects find their suit- 
able vocation, that mental abnormal- 
ities be early observed, that men will 
be able to adjust themselves accord- 
ing to their ability and that no law 
be enacted that may tend to harm 
and restrict normal human conduct. 

‘‘Mental intelligence tests of em- 
ployes will ultimately become impor- 
tant to large industrial concerns, so 
that misfits and inefficiency will be 
eliminated and that a corresponding 
decrease of criminal activity will be- 
come assured.’’ 

T. E. Smith, superintendent of 
schools, welcomed the visitors: The 
meeting was presided over by Chief 
Elvin Weaver of Elmira, president 
of the association. Chief Weaver 
pe Sear members to cooperate in an 
effort to get every police chief in the 
State to become members of the asso- 
ciation.

BINGHAMTON, N. Y., July 23.— 
John D. Rockefeller is opposing ef- 
forts to move the century-old house 
in which he was born from Michigan 
Hill to Coney Island, it was learned 
today. 

Counsel has been engaged by Mr. 
Rockefeller to prevent Mrs. Sarah 
S. Dinnen, the present owner of the 
building, from obtaining a permit to 
move the structure over highways to 
the State Barge Canal at Oneida 
Lake, the reports stated. 

William G. Ellis of the firm of An- 
drews & Ellis of Owego admitted 
today that A. S. Andrews had been 
making inquiries as to the possibil- 
ity of preventing the removal of the 
building from Michigan Hill to Co- 
ney Island. 


He did not say that the firm had 
been engaged to oppose the removal 
of the building, but stated that he 
‘understood members of the Rocke- 
feller Family Association felt that 
the building should remain in its 
present location.’’ 

In the event the permit is obtained 
by Mrs. Dinnen over the protests of 
the Rockefeller interests, it is proba- 
ble that an injunction will be sought. 
“T have heard that the Rockefeller 
interests would try to prevent the 
moving of the building, but did not 
know that they had engaged attor- 
neys,’’ Fred J. Davis of Owego, 
counsel for Mrs. Dinnen, said. ‘I 
understand, however, that their line 
of action would be to oppose the 
issuance of a permit to move the 
building over the highways.’’ 
According to reports, attorneys for 
the Rockefeller interests have filed 
notice of their opposition to the mov- 
ing of the building over the high- 
ways with all State and county offi- 
cials from whom permits must be 
obtained. 

Among those’ who have been ap- 
proached are W. O. Lay, superin- 
tendent of highways of Tioga Coun- 
ty, is was said. Mr. Lay was not 
at his home or his office today. It 
was said that he was absent on of- 
ficial business. 

Permission must be obtained from 
Mr. Lay to move the building over 
a short section of County Highway, 
Mr. Davis said. 

Mrs. Dinnen left Lisle this morning 
with the intention of going to Albany 
and filing with the State Department 
of Public Works this afternoon her 
application for permission to move 
the building. When informed, how- 
ever ,that Mr. Rockefeller was mov- 
ing to block the plan, she said that 
she would wait until later in the 
week or next Monday to file the ap- 
plication. 

Since the sale of the Rockefeller 
birthplace last year and the an- 
nouncement that it would be moved 
to Coney Island, there has been no 
indication until now that the oil mag- 
nate would oppose removal of the 
structure and its use as a museum.

His step-brother explained that the 
general is maintaining close seclu- 
sion because of his health. He is suf- 
fering from a stomach disorder and 
his trip abroad is in search of a cure. 
About 4:30 o’clock in the afternoon 
he was ordered to retire by his per- 


sonal physician, Dr. Fernando 
Rueda Magro. 
The general, however, took time 


to lean out to present a station guard 
with a plate, telling the man to take 
it home to his wife. 

The General left tonight at 6 o’clock 
and will arrive in New York 6:50 
P. M. tomorrow. He will sail on the 
Tle de France and will land in 
France. He also will visit Spain 
while abroad. 

Only Dr. Magro and Major An- 
tonio Juares of the Mexican Army 
will accompany the General abroad. 


Is Due Here Today. 


General Plutarco Elias Calles, for- 
mer President of Mexico, is expected 
to arrive here today, en route to 
Europe on a trip ‘‘in search of 
health.’” However, Consul General 
Enrique D. Ruiz of Mexico said late 
yesterday that he had not been in- 
formed of the train on which the 
General will arrive or of his plans 
thereafter.

The Yanks began a two weeks’ 
home stand yesterday with a 7-to-5 
victory over Detroit, something of a 
curio in that George Pipgras started 
and finished the game, achieving 
the first nine-inning non-stop flight 
by a Yankee right-hander in more 
than two weeks. 
Pipgras, on July 8 at St. Louis, 
went the full nine.

The Tigers outbatted the Yanks,

Harry Rice hit two homers into the 
ricght field bleachers and Charlie 
Gehringer propelled a pair of triples 
to deepest right centre. The Yanks 
had only one hit longer than a single, 
a double by Combs in the seventh, 
which took no part in the scoring. 

Yanks Step Ahead in Fourth. 
Yet, after the Yanks smashed the 

9-2 tie in the second inning, the 
game was never close. The Tigers 
never had the tying run on base 
once. The Yanks took the lead on 
Sam Byrd’s single with the bases 
filled in the fourth, two runs count- 
ine. 

The answer to the mystery was 
Farl Whitehill’s passing propensities. 
The thin veteran southpaw issued 
rine bases on balls during his six 
{nnings on the knoll. By mingling 
some of their seven singles with 
some of their nine walks in three 
scoring efforts, the Yanks put away 
enough tallies to win the game 
handily. 

Rice’s first home run scored Alex- 
ender in the second inning, putting 
the Tigers 2-up, but Whitehill started 
the home half by walking Byrd and 
Lazzeri. Gingles by Meusel and Ben- 
gough each scored one of these base 
line guests. 

The sixth, Whitehill’s final, had 
three singles and two passes to make 
‘4t worth three runs to the Yanks. 

Pivgras also had trouble in the 
sixth, but managed to get the third 
out without anv scoring after the 
bases became filled. The last three 
innings had one loud Detroit crash 
accounting for a run in each case.

TENORIO IS BEATEN 
IN BOUT BY GLICK 


Loses Decision in Ten-Round 
Feature Battle at the 
Queensboro A. C. 








CARAGLIANO IS THE VICTOR 





Gets Verdict Over Gentile in the 
Semi-Final Eight—Jeby 


Defeats Horner. 





Joe Glick of Williamsburg made 
his entry into the junior welter- 
weight division by defeating Lope 
Tenorio of. the Philippines in the 
feature bout of ten rounds at the 
Queensboro Stadium last night. A 
crowd of 6,500 saw the Williamsburg 
favorite press his clever opponent 
relentlessly to score a narrow vic- 
tory. 

Continued aggressiveness gained 
Glick the verdict. He swarmed over 
his opponent from the start, and 
although he was checked Often in his 
sturdy advances, managed to over- 
whelm Tenorio with heavy lefts to 
the head. ; 

Tenorio boxed coolly but was un- 
able to smother the ‘Brooklyn entry’s 
steady advancing. Hi§8 punches were 
cleaner but did not land as frequent- 
ly as did those that Glick launched. 

he winner weighed 136% pounds 
and Tenorio 139%. 


Glick Lands Frequently. 


Glick landed often with a heavy 
right to the body in the opening ses- 
sion, shifting to the head toward 
the close of the round. Tenorio 


stood the Brooklyn battler off with 
a straight left in the second and tied 
up Glick completely in the clinches. 
In the third chapter, Glick got in- 
side the Filipino’s defense and dealt 
out heavy body punishment with 
both hands. 

Tenorio attempted to reach Glick’s 
midsection in the next round, but 
was repulsed by Glick’s hard right- 
hand fire to the head. In the fifth 
Tenorio sent his rival’s head back 
with two stiff left uppercuts, but 
Glick came back in the next with a 
heavy body fire that forced the Fili- 
| pino to hold. 

The seventh was lacking in excite- 
ment, both fighters attempting to 
get in close to land body blows. 
After that both boys fought hard to 
the end, with Glick keeping his 
advantage. 

The bout was the fourth between 
the two rivals. In the previous en- 
counters Glick was returned the win- 
ner twice and Tenorio once. 

In the eight-round semi-final Tony 
Caragliano of the Bronx hammered 
out a close victory over Angelo Gen- 
tile of Harlem. Gentile was the ag- 
gressor, and, though he reached Ca- 
ragliano at times with heavy rights 
to the head, was unable to avoid his 
rival’s punishing right-hand counters. 
Caragliano weighed 130% pounds and 
Gentile 135. 

Ben Jeby, east side welterweight, 
evened accounts with Jackie Horner 
of St. Louis by taking the decision 
over the Mound City battler in a 
sizzling eight-round encounter. Hor- 
ner outpointed Jeby in a fast bout 
several months ago.

Fugazy by Arthur Bulow, Schmel- 
ing’s original manager, calling for 
the German boxer to meet Phil Scott, 
is the snag in the path of the Gar- 
den forces. Carey has been plan- 
ning a match between Schmeling and 
Jac 
priority of Fugazy’s contract, which 
Schmeling refuses to recognize, and 
which refusal brought about his sus- 
pension, prevents the completion of 
the Garden’s intentions. 

Carey issued a statement several 
days ago asserting the Garden's in- 
tention to stage a bout outside the 
jurisdiction of the State commission, 
but a clause in the by-laws of the 
commission was read which stated 
that the commission has the power to 
suspend any organization with a New 
York license negotiating with a sus- 
pended boxer outside the State.

RADIO LICENSE HELD 
NOT TRANSFERABLE 


Federal Commission Council 
Construes Law on Sale, Lease 
or Mortgage of Stations. 








CONTROL MUST BE RETAINED 





Act Was Designed to Prevent the 
Operation of Stations by Ineligible 


Persons, He- Says. 





Special to The New York Times: 

WASHINGTON, July 23.—Issuance 
of a general order defining the policy 
of the Radio Commission on the sale, 
mortgage or lease of radio stations 
was recommended today by its gen- 
eral counsel, Bethuel M. Webster Jr., 
in an opinion construing Section 12 
of the Radio act of 1927. 

Mr. Webster declared that Section 
12 was adopted to ‘‘prevent develop- 
ment of the theory of property rights 
in the use of a frequency or in the 
right to communicate by radio,”’ also 
to prevent ‘‘the making of any profit 
based upon the sale of a license,’’ the 
acquisition of a station by “‘ineligible 
applicants through purchase rather 
than by license application,’’ or the 
operation of stations by persons not 
qualified to operate them under the 
standard prescribed by Congress. 

“The actual assignment of the li- 
cense itself without consent of the) 
commission,’’ Mr. Webster said, ‘‘is 
clearly a violation of Section 12 since 
it amounts to a transfer of control. 
Moreover, an outright sale of station 
apparatus, where the effect is to put 
an unlicensed vendee into possession 
and control is not permitted. In con- 
sidering the question of mortgaging 
the physical equipment, a number of 
legal concepts are possible as to the 
status of the property at the time 
of executing the instrument of mort- 

age.

“On the other hand, a lease which 
puts into the hands of a lessee the 
station management, which the com- 
mission in issuing a license has 
placed in the hands of the lessor 
licensed in accordance with the 
standard of public interest, would, in 
effect, be an assignment of license 
and therefore void. 

“Any contractual relation between 
the licensee and others as to station 
control would generally be governed 
by the standard indicated with re- 
spect to ieases. The pertinent ques- 
tion, in any event, is whether the li- 
censee retains substantial control of 
the station.’’

GENEVA, July 23.—The bodies of 
twenty-seven persons of both sexes, 
including several tourists but no 
Americans, were discovered yester- 
day in the barrage of an electric 
power station at Rheinfelden on the 
Rhine. The victims were drowned 
while bathing. 

This brings the total for Switzer- 
land to forty-eight victims during 
the week-end, not counting five 
climbers killed in the Alps. The 
average temperature is around 90 
degrees Fahrenheit throughout the 
country. Through express trains 
from London and Paris are arriving 


at Swiss frontier stations crowded 
with American visitors. 


WARSAW, July 23 UP).—Five deaths 
in this city alone have resulted from 
the heat wave, and two other persons 
were killed by lightning during a 
violent thunderstorm.

PHILADELPHIA, July 23.—The 
$600,000 extra dividend voted last 
weck by the Philadelphia Rapid 
Transit Company is illegal, accord- 
ing to an opinion submitted today 
to Mayor Harry A. Mackey by Au- 
gustus Trask Ashton, city attorney. 

The Mayor,.in acknowledging re- 
ecipt of the opinion, expressed his 
disapproval of the surprise dividend 
voted by the transit company direc- 
tors. 

Payment of the dividend, scheduled 
for Aug. 15, will be strongly con- 
tested by the city’s legal forces, the 
Mayor indicated, and it is probable 
that an injunction will be sought to 
prevent the company from making 
the extra disbursement. 

As the City Couneil is in Summer 
Tecess and will not reconvene until! 
late in September the court actiun 
may be postponed until after pay- 
ment of the dividend. The Councii 
will then be asked to join the Mayor 
in direct instructions to the City So- 
licitor to start legal proceedings

Mr. Ashton’s opinion was vigorous- 
ly worded. It declared the contem- 
plated dividend as illegal because it 
would méan a payment to stockho!4- 
ers in excess ‘of the 6 per cent pre-| 
scribed by the 1907 agreement be-! 
tween the city and the transit com- 
pany in which it was stipulated that 
the city must share equally in such 
aisbursements.

Special Flat Cars Will Take 
Four 135-Ton Transformers 
From Plant to Jersey. 





TRACK TO BE EUMERED 


| 
Viaduct Clearanec Will Be Provided 
at Caldwell, N. J.—AI! Bridges | 


to Be Reinforced. | 


The temporary lowering of the | 
Erie Railroad tracks eighteen inches | 
to permit clearance under a bridge 
N. J.; the strengthen- 
ing of bridges and the use of spe-| 
cial, powerfully built freight cars 
will be necessary to transport what | 
are claimed to be the four largest | 
electric power transformers in the | 
world from the Westinghouse Elec- | 
tric and Manufacturing Company’s | 
plant at Sharon, Pa., to Roseland, | 
|N. J., according to plans made pub- 
lic here yesterday. 

The four transformers will be used 
ito transfer power from the Penn- 
sylvania Power and Light Company’s 
plant at Bushkill, Pa., to the New 
Jersey system of the Public Service 
Electric and Gas Company. The 
shipment is to be made soon. Fifty- 
six freight cars will be required to, 
carry the transformers and parts 
over the Erie Railroad. | 

Each transformer is thirty-five feet 
high, weighs approximately 300 tons | 
and requires a floor space of 22 by | 
3 feet. More than three tank cars | 
of oil, equivalent to 32,000 gallons, | 
will be needed to fill each trans- | 
former. Although each machine will | 
weigh 300 tons when installed, their | 
individual weight as prepared for 
shipment will be only 135 tons, which 
‘is said to be one of the heaviest 


| single railroad cars. Because of 
their height, the Erie Railroad will 
use four special and exceptionally 
strong steel flat cars, depressed in 
| the middle so that when the trans- 
| formers are hoisted into this ‘‘well’’ 
they will have a clearance under 
vehicular and crossline bridges. At 
Caldwell, N. J., the railroad tracks 
will be lowered eighteen inches tem- 
porarily to permit clearance beneath 
an overhead bridge. 

Each transformer has been packed 
in a_ specially designed shipping 
tank. To mcet the loading require- 


formers and the shipping tanks have 
been filled with dry nitrogen gas to 
preserve the insulating qualities of 
the coils in transit. 

There are more than _ thirty-two 
miles of wire in the copper windings 
in each transiormer. The winding 
capacity of the four huge machines, 
it is claimed, is sufficient to furnish 
power to illuminate approximately 
200,000 ordinary six-room houses, or 
| all the homes in a city larger than 
Cincinnati. 

One of the Erie Railroad’s new 
| heavy traffic locomotives will haul

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THE PRISON RIOT. 

It is well that, pending investiga- 
tion by the State Department of 
Correction and by Governor ROOSE- 
VELT himself, judgment should be 
‘suspended about. the outbreak at 
_Dannemora prison. Whether the de- 
gradéd and desperate men confined 
there, many of them for life, have 
any but imaginary grievances is not 


.yet known. But one does not need 


to wait in order to express a sense 


‘of horror that such things can hap- 


pen in the State of New York. Per- 
haps no individual was at fault, but 
the question will not down whether 


‘the system is not wrong by which 


the most hardened and insubordinate 
‘¢riminals are shut up together in 
one prison. The motive may have 
been to prevent their exerting a de- 
moralizing influence in other insti- 
tutions. But it is to be feared that 
the inevitable effect of lost and 
hopeless men associating with one 
another in great numbers was not 
Guly studied. 

The whole is a problem for penolo- 
gists and conscientious lawmakers. 
But it is certainly a horrible vision 
of gruesome possibilities lying under 
the: surface of civilization when an 
event like that at Dannemora can 
burst-upon the community. It re- 
calls the poem of WILLIAM VAUGHN 
Moopy in which, under the figure of 

slave ship at sea, he pictured the 
5 Seca part of modern society. 
His final question about the harbor 
that awaits our “vast outbound ship 
lof. souls” is one which gains a new 
poignancy by‘ what . happened at 
Dannemora: 


| Shall all the happy shipmates then 


Stand singing brotherly? 
Or shall a haggard ruthless few 
Warp her over and bring her to, 
‘While the many broken souls of men 
Fester down in the slaver’s pen, 
And nothing to'say or do?

, LIMITATION AND ECONOMY. 


‘President Hoover on July 19 gave 
out a statement showing that expen- 
‘ditures for the army, navy, public 
.works and the Postoffice Depart- 
-ment would be $1,100,800,000 in 1930, 
-as compared ‘with $790,300,000 spent 
-in 1926. He saw the only hope for 
»@ surplus before 1933 in limitation 
of armaments, together with increas- 
ing revenue and careful financing. 
Yesterday it was announced that the 
President intended to appoint a com- 
‘mission of army officers within the 
General Staff to plan a reduction of 
“Our whole 
situation;” said Mr. Hoover, “is cer- 
‘tainly modified by the Kellogg pact.” 
“Peace seems'to be assured for many 
_years. He estimated the military 
outlay, for 1933. under legislative 
Sanction, at $803,UU0,000, or $120,- 
-©00,000 more than for the last fiscal 
year. 

The President thought that sav- 
fngs he had in mind would not inter- 
fere with adequate defense: Congress 
at the last regular session was dis- 


posed to make liberal appropriations 


-for the’army and navy, and particu- 
‘larly to provide for the carrying out 
“the cruiser program. Also, river 
nd harbor ‘improvements on an ex- 
ensive scale had its approval. “For 
tter army housing a large sum, 
ong. overdue, was allowed. A plan 
[at expansion for aviation in both 
| services was. adopted, a five-year 
program. being contemplated. 
The army was to be kept up to a 
géomplement of 118,750, but with the 


understanding that increases in the 
enlisted personnel of the Air Corps 
would be drafted from this number. 
It cannot be said that the demands 
of the army and navy were extrava- 
gant. But the situation has changed. 
The prospects of further naval limi- 
tation have brightened. It is reason- 
able to believe that the danger of 
competition in cruiser construction 
has passed and that there will be 
satisfactory results from a new 
naval conference of the great Pow- 
ers. Mr. HOOvVER’S decision to name 
a commission of army officers to 
formulate a plan for reducing mili- 
tary expenditures by discarding ob- 
solete material and extending the 
time for equipping the army with 
airplanes and other modern muni- 
tions will doubtless be generally 
commended. 


REPUBLICANS IN THE WOOD. 


The delegates to what is called 
the ‘“ Republican-Fusion Conven- 
tion,” which is to assemble Aug. 1, 
were hand picked by the borough 
leaders and so may be depended 
upon to do the right thing. But 
those delegates remain in complete 
ignorance of what the right thing can 
be. The only definite open strength 
among the Republicans is possessed 
by Representative LAGUARDIA. The 
foreshadowed refusal of Justice 
LEWIS to be the Mayoralty candi- 
date has left the leaders without a 
program. The faithful wander in 
the wood, rather unwilling to go out 
by the LaGuardia path but knowing 
no other. While there probably isn’t 
a borough leader among the five who 
believes that the Representative has 
even a long chance of defeating 
Mayor WALKER, they know at least 
that he will carry their party stand- 
ard with loud cries and make on- 
lookers feel that there has been a 
campaign. Perhaps for that reason 
—and because the suggestion about 
nominating Mrs. RUTH PRATT seems 
to have its risks for the party 
organization—the bosses are not 
openly discouraging Mr. LAGUARDIA. 

When the delegates meet on Aug. 
1 they are supposed to recommend a 
city ticket, called Republican-Fusion 
in the hope that two words are bet- 
ter than one. If no better news 
comes before Sept. 17, when the offi- 
cial primary is held, this recom- 
mended ticket will be solemnly if 
languidly ratified by the rank and 
file of the party. Should something 
between those two dates reduce 
Democratic prospects, we should 
probably see real action. Messrs. 
KOENIG, LIVINGSTON and so on would 
be busy trying to persuade the 
“recommended ” candidate to with- 
draw in the interest of party success. 
Then the primary would either turn 
into a shambles or a love-feast. It is 
stated that eagle-eyed Republicans 
have been closely watching Con- 
troller Berry, Aldermanic President 
MCcKEE and Borough President MIL- 
LER, and at the first signs of a break 
with Tammany will offer one of 
them the Fusion nomination. We 
fear that Sept. 17 will come and go 
before any such signs are seen. 
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NO EUROPEAN UNION. 


Yesterday’s official statement by 
Mr. WILLIAM GRAHAM, president of 
the Board of Trade, that the Mac- 
Donald Government is not in sym- 
pathy with the Briand plan for an 
economic United States of Europe 
was not unexpected. Earlier Eng- 
lish comments on the proposal 
lacked enthusiasm. And there are 
many growing indications that the 
Labor Government is inclined in the 
direction of freer trade. Already 
Chancellor SNOWDEN has sharply 
criticized the so-called “McKenna 
duties” levied on certain imports. 
The Prime Minister has said that he 
will feel free to repeal the “ safe- 
guarding of industries” act, devised 
to give protection to special British 
industries. 

This tendency of the Labor Gov- 
ernment’ does not in the least imply 
approval of America’s proposed 
tariff increases. Rather is it a new 
dedication to the old English policy 
of seeking: to place as few restric- 
tions as possible on the free flow 
of trade. The Labor party thus 
finds itself in the position of guar- 
dian of a long cherished tradition, 
as against the “revolutionary ” 
changes which the Conservatives 
propose. A third group believes in 
establishing free trade within the 
empire, but erecting a tariff barrier 
against the rest of the world. This 
policy is not well received in the 
Dominions and India, which, in spite 
of imperial preference, have for 
years been levying duties on im- 
ported English goods. A special im- 
perial tariff is also opposed by those 
who realize that if it is applied to 
foods’ imported from foreign coun- 
tries there will be an additional bur- 
den on English consumers. At pres- 
ent Great Britain obtains more than 
a third of her imported foodstuffs 
from Europe, about a sixth from 
Latin America and nearly the same 
amount from ‘the United States. In 
other words, nearly two-thirds .of 
her food imports come from sources 
outside the empire. 

M. BRIAND doubtless will not be 
deterred by the cold water thrown 
on his project by the Labor Govern- 
ment. He may, however, see in it 
a warning that his proposed eco- 
nomic union should be formed in a 
sincere desire to improve the eco- 
nomic relations between the com- 
ponent parts of Europe. Although 
the United States might suffer tem- 





porarily from some such union, it is 
more than likely that sje would 
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ultimately be a gainer, along with 
Europe, in anything which removes 
obstructions to the development of 
business on the Continent. Enlight- 
ened self-interest rather than a 
spirit of reprisal is the only sound 
basis for a United States of Europe. 


BANISHING THE POORHOUSE. 


Forty years ago, into the county 
poorhouses were collected or thrown, 
as upon the scrap-heap of society, 
the homeless aged and the orphan 
children alike, and often able-bodied 
vagrants, the lame, the halt and 
blind, the chronic insane, the idiotic 
and frequently the delinquent. They 
were, with all the care that could be 
given their unhappy, desolate. in- 
mates, the saddest places in all our 
social system. 

Since then the children have been 
taken away and placed out in homes 
or cared for in orphanages; the in- 
sane and the idiotic and the epileptic 
have been specially provided for in 
State institutions, and the blind and 
deaf and dumb and the crippled have 
been taught trades in schools. Only 
the homeless aged and infirm and the 
feeble of mind have been left. This 
has been a great reform. Yet the 
poorhouses remain houses of despair. 
They are the limbo of the forgotten 
—‘“ hostels of woe.” ‘“ Abandon hope, 
all ye who enter here” may still be 
written over their portals. Seldom, 
except in picture or the imagination 
of the poet, do those who pass 
through return to the world from 
which they were banished. , 

Happily, with the foundation of 
private homes for the aged, thou- 
sands have been spared this doom— 
permitted to live on in a “ pension 
amiable.” And there will always be 
need of such a temporary home, 
even if a pension system for the aged 
is established—a home for those who 
cannot make a home for themselves 
and who have no relative or near 
friend. to make a home for them. 

There has been a lengthening of 
the average life in America, This 
does not mean that the maximum 
span of life has been increased, but 
only that more people live to a 
greater age. Child mortality has 
been greatly diminished—this is the 
brightest achievement. But there has 
been. an extension of life at the other 
end. This means that more people 
live to be old, and in so doing live 
further beyond the period of great- 
est vigor, of easy adaptation and of 
adequate earning ability. Thus this 
lengthening of life makes the prob- 
lem of old age more acute and dif- 
ficult. It makes more imperative, 
too, some friendly provision for care 
in that period, even if there is in- 
creased saving against old age and 
its severities. There are eighty-two 
homes for aged in the city of New 
York with a total capacity of 13,300, 
but it is estimated that 6,000 more 
men and women, many of them 80 
or 90 years old, are awaiting va- 
cancies in homes—most of whom, no 
doubt, will first have to go to their 
long, long home. 

This is a present typical need. 
Meanwhile, the State is beginning 
an inquiry that has come later here 
than in some other countries because 
of our more general prosperity, but 
that ought not to be longer post- 
poned; for the problem of the care 
of the aged increases with. the de- 
gree of sensitiveness of communi- 
ties to the welfare of their members. 
Preparing for old age in early life— 
before the evil days come—is ob- 
serving the best counsel, and if such 
prevision is supplemented. by the 
real homes of private neighborly, 
friendly provision, it may be pos- 
sible to banish the poorhouse. 


AMATEUR AND PROFESSIONAL. 


No one writes about golf with more 
intimate knowledge or more genial 
charm than BERNARD DARWIN. His 
article in The London Times when 
word came of BOBBY JONES again 
beating all. the professionals in the 
Open Championship contained some 
penetrating remarks on the golfing 
temperament, on the best ways of 
getting one’s self in concert pitch for 
a tournament, and on the different 
points of view of professional and 
amateur players. In point of fact, 
argues Mr. DARWIN, one set envies 
the other. The amateur feels that 
the professional has a very great ad- 
The latter is always at the 
game, always has the “ feel” of his 
clubs. Moreover, his mental state is 
attuned to what he does, since he 
never has to bother his head about 
anything else, having no other occu- 
pation the cares’ and worries of 
which he must strive to forget on 
the links. Contrast all this, the 
amateur would say, with the un- 
happy lot of a young lawyer from 
Atlanta, rushing away from his 
studies and his cases to engage in a 
grueling contest with the best pro- 
fessional golfers. 

They, on their part, would have 
another story to tell. They would, in 
the first place, dismiss with a smile 
the suggestion that Mr. JONEs is not 
every whit, except in name and 
golfing status, as -professional as 
they are. Certainly he slaved at 
golf for years, practicing every shot 
with greater frequency than any 
professional can find time to do, and 
becoming sispremely confident that 
he had mastered the game. On top 
of this: painfully acquired skill, the 
professionals would say, Mr. JONES 
had a great advantage in coming 
fresh to the championship. A few 
practice rounds made him feel that 
he wis just “ right,” so that he could 
Psy ewergetically at the top of his 
gone StusJt any fear of that stale- 





ness, from being overgolfed, which 
always haunts the professional. 

This is the kind of dispute which 
people afflicted with the golfing 
mania will carry on for years with- 
out ever reaching a‘conclusion.

KEELEY, ’29. 

Dr. LESLIE KEELEY, invéntor of 
the Keeley cure for alcoholism, has 
been dead for nearly a generation, 
but the great educational system 
which he founded survives him. The 
Keeley Institute at Dwight, Ill. 
first and most famous of his estab- 
lishments, is enjoying an almost un- 
exampled prosperity and is forced 
to increase its dormitories and its 
study halls. Its secretary’s annual 
report calls 1928 the greatest year 
but one in the university’s history. 
There were 753 undergraduates, a 
number exceeded only in 1907, a 
year of excitement, wild speculation 
and panic. Under prohibition, prog- 
ress has been gratifying and steady. 
Besides, a certain inequality in the 
representation of vocations has been 
corrected. 

In the dark days before prohibi- 
tion more workingmen than busi- 
ness and professional men matricu- 
lated. This disproportion has been 
removed. At the June examinations, 
as generally in the last ten years. 
the white collarites were a majority. 
Keeley is co-educational, but to the 
fast-growing pressure of women ap- 
plicants the buildings were inade- 
quate to respond. A hall for fifty 
additional students is now going up. 
It will be a separate house for 
women students. In its early years 
Keeley admitted only men. The open- 
ing of its doors to women is one of 
the many ancillary benefits, unsus- 
pected even by its righteous cham- 
pions, which prohibition has poured 
from its inexhaustible horn of plenty. 

Dr. KEELEY was a. St. Lawrence 
County man. His friends up-State 
will learn with pleasure that the 
Volstead Cure has been a strong 
helper of the Keeley Cure. Graduates 
of the original old Keeley or any of 
its sister foundations in other States 
will be cheered to know that their 
alma mater has enlarged its field. 
It is at the height of its fortune and 
its usefulness, confidently looking 
forward to an even more fruitful 
future. Well may her graduates 
strike up the hymn: 

All hail, dear mother! On thy brow

LARGER SCALE MANOEUVRES 
NEEDED. 


What General HANSON FE. ELY, 
Second Corps Area Commander, has 
to say about military training and 
war games should have serious con- 
sideration. He is a specialist in 
theory and in practice, with great 
experience. He was teaching mili- 
tary science and tactics at the Uni- 
versity of Iowa when war was de- 
clared on Spain in 1898. For nearly 
a year before going to the Philip- 
pines the whipping of volunteer 
regiments into shape was his work. 
His bravery under fire caught the 
eye of General FUNSTON, who was 
forming a mounted. scout unit for 
mobile service. He wanted an alert 
and resourceful commander, and ELY 
was just the man. These scouts be- 
came famous. On a second assign- 
ment in the Philippines he mapped 
a large area of wild country, A 
crack shot himself, ELY on his re- 
turn to the United States captained 
teams that made remarkable records 
in competition. He graduated from 
the infantry and cavalry school and 
the army staff school. He was in- 
structing the Indiana National Guard 
when the United States entered the 
World War. Promoted to Lieuten- 
ant Colonel, he was one of the first 
regimental officers to be ordered to 
France to study trench fighting. At 
Cantigny he led the Twenty-eighth 
Infantry into battle. At the capture 
of Vierzey he won the Distinguished 
Service Cross for extraordinary gal- 
lantry under fire. He finished the 
war as commander of the Fifth Di- 
vision, General PERSHING praising 
the morale of his men under ma- 
chine gun, rifle and shell fire. Gen- 
eral ELY was at the head of the 
Army War College when appointed 
to the Second Corps Area. 

Big of stature, plain speaking, fa- 
milar with every detail of his pro- 
fession, and always a disciplinarian, 
ELy is a soldiers’ General. At the 
conclusion of the war games in New 
Jersey he addressed 500 officers of 
the regular army, the National 
Guard and the Organized Reserve 
who had taken part in them. He 
said that the manoeuvres had been 
instructive to everybody engaged in 
them but particularly to officers of 
high command. The credit should 
be given to the Army War College, 
whose plans they studied intently. 
It was apparently General ELyY’s 
opinion that more work in the war 
games should be found for non-com- 
missioned officers and privates. He 
proposed an emergency force of 
200,000 men in the Second Corps 
Area, which includes New York, 
New Jersey and Delaware. The 


_ Manoeuvres, he saif. bead demon- 





strated the need of training larger 
numbers. The soldiers actually en- 
gaged in the war games were very 
much over-officered. 

General ELY’S emergency force 
for the Second Corp Area would be 
as large as the whole National Guard. 
Slender as were the resources cf 
the Blue Army of defense, the 
cost of the operations was $28,000 
aside from the bill of the regular 
army unit. General ELy declared 
that it would be financially impos- 
sible for the War Department to 
hold the exercises every year. Only 
operations of a nucleus, capable of 
expansion, seem to be practicable. 
The scale of the recent manoeuvres 
in New Jersey was too small on the 
material side. But by having them, 
as General ELY suggested, every 
three years, the platoon commander 
of soldiers actually in the field 
would learn something as well as 
“ officers of high command.” Noth- 
ing can take the place of Plattsburg 
encampments for instruction in the 
“school of the soldier,” but there 
should be more manoeuvres to give 
men as well as staff and line offi- 
cers exercises in the art of war. The 
terrain must, of course, be found. In 
that respect New Jersey is fortu- 
nate in its pine barrens. 


NURSERY RHYMES FOR ADULTS 


Rhymes and stories to frighten 
children into good behavior are now 
altogether out of fashion. Modern 
child training looks with disfavor on 
spankings, threats and shutting a 
naughty child up in a dark closet. 
It equally disapproves the fairy 
tales and verses which bring bad 
boys and girls to a shocking end. 
Yet the generation brought up on 
such literary fare is astonishingly 
loyal to its fearful childish mem- 
ories. In Germany they are prepar- 
ing to put up a statue to “ Shock- 
Headed Peter,” who with his disobe- 
dient playmates was punished in a 
way to terrify the most stout-hearted 
mischief-maker. His friend who 
sucked his thumbs had them snipped 
off, and the playfellow who played 
with matches was burned to a 
cinder. 

We have not put up any statues 
to forbidden tricksters of childhood, 
and we are too much under the sway 
of our educators to give children the 
creeps with the atrocities of the old 
ditties. By avoiding the mention of 
certain unpleasant possibilities we 
hope to keep the children from pok- 
ing beans into their noses. But we 
still delight in the rhymes which 
were once thrillingly full of cautions 
against childish indiscretion and are 
now merely amusing. There must 
have been as many ways of bring- 
ing “Little Willie” to a sad end as 
there were horrible punishments for 
“ Shock-Headed Peter.” 

Little Willie, dressed in the best of 
sashes, 


Fell into the fire and was burned to 
ashes. 


By and by the room got chilly, 

But no one cared to poke up Willie. 
The moral of that rhyme was 

plain. Another more far-fetched 

must have been invented for adult 

amusement: 


Little Willie from the mirror 

Licked the mercury all off, 
Thinking in his childish error 

It would cure the whooping-cough. 
At the funeral Willie’s mother 

Sadly said to Mrs. Brown, 
““'Twas a chilly day for Willie 

When the mercury went down.” 

Grown people who were brought 
up on warning rhymes would be in- 
terested réaders of Mr. HILAIRE 
BELLOc’s parodies of the genuine 
versified cautions dished out to Vic- 
torian children. He tells of the hor- 
rible fate and last words of the lit- 
tle boy who would eat string: 
“Good children, be advised by me, 
“that breakfast, dinner, lunch and 
“tea are all the human frame re- 
“quires.” With that the wretched 
child expires. Modern children do 
not hear about such dreadful things. 
They learn how to be happy with 
Christopher Robin.

American Weather last, Europe is 

in suffering from 

.Europe Again. exceptional heat 

and drought. In 

Vienna the mercury is reported to 

have touched 107, and throughout 

Central and Eastern Europe lack of 

rain is doing damage. Even England 

has been sweltering in typical New 
York Summer weather. 

The precise causes of periodic shifts 
in the weather are not yet satisfac- 
torily explained. The present hot 
spell offsets the excessive cold of last 
Winter, and so-gives Europe a taste 
of the weather that is common in the 
interior of Northern Asia and the 
northern parts of America. 

The difference in discomfort is due 
to the fact that we—and our friends 
in Manchuria and Siberia—are accus- 
tomed to these extremes, and so are 
more prepared to meet them than 
are the Europeans, who have for so 
long enjoyed a more equable climate. 
It would seem that during the last 
eighteen months Central and East- 
ern Europe have been subject to cli- 
matic conditions that normally are 
found only further north and east. 

Presumably, a year or two will wit- 
ness a swing toward normal weather 
conditions again—if any weather is 
ever ‘‘normal’’ except in a desert. 


In the meantime meteorologists are 
watching the changes and a 
them assiduously with the hope o 
learning more about the method of 
predicting long-term weather.

A plan is under way 
to induce tourists to 
combine a little use- 
ful labor with their 
holidays.

Beetles, 
he suggests, are,very easily preserved 
in small bottles of alcohol (though 
not so easily brought into this coun- 
try). Butterflies, moths and dragon- 
flies can be put into paper triangles 
for safe mailing. 


As a class tourists are fond of col- 
lecting. They collect postcards, bag- 
gage labels, souvenirs, and there is 
no reason why they should not now 
begin to collect insects—that is to 
say, dead insects.

WORK FOR WORLD COURT. | THELATE THOMASE. MURRAY 


Reference of Sino-Russian Dispute | His Genius Was Regarded as Second 


Would Create Useful Precedent. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

While China and the Soviet Union 
are flirting with war, it may be 
worth while to recall the legal forces 
which stand, or may stand, as ob- 
stacles to such a conflict at the 
present time. 

The Treaty of Versailles, Part I 
(dealing with the Covenant of the 
League of Nations, of which China 
but not Russia is a member), Article 
3, Paragraph 3, reads as follows: 
“The Assembly (or Council) ma@y 
deal at its meetings with any matter 
within the sphere of action of the 
League or affecting the peace of the 
world.”’ 

This provision, in the nature of a 
preamble, is followed up more spe- 
cifically in Article 17, which reads, 
in part, as follows: ‘‘In the event of 
a dispute between a member of the 
League and a State which is not a 
member of the League’? (which is 
our particular case) ® * * ‘‘the 
State * * * shall be invited to 
accept the obligations of membership 
in the League for the purposes of 
such dispute upon such conditions as 
the Council may deem just. If such 
invitation is accepted the provisions 
of Article 12 to 16, inclusive’’ (arbi- 
tral methods for settling disputes 
between nations, members of the 
League) ‘‘shall be applied with such 
modification as may be deemed nec- 
essary by the Council. * * * Ifa 
State so invited shall refuse to accept 
the obligations of membership in the 
League, for the purposes of such 
dispute, and shall resort to war 
against a member of the League, the 
provisions of Article 16 shall be ap- 
plicable as against the State taking 
such action.”’ 

The provisions of Article 16 are in 
the nature of punishments to be 
meted out to a State member of the 
League acting in disregard of its 
League obligations to the extent of 
going to war with another State 
without abiding by the provisions for 
peaceful settlement contained in Ar- 
ticles 12, 13 and 15 of the Covenant. 
Article 16 reads: ‘‘Should any mem- 
ber of the League resort to war in 
disregard of its covenants under 
Articles 12, 13 or 15, it shall ipso 
‘facto be deemed to have committed 
an act of war against all other mem- 
bers of the League, which hereby 
undertake immediately to subject it 
to the severance of all trade or finan- 
cial relations, the prohibition of all 
intercourse between their nationals 
and the nationals of the covenant- 
breaking State and the prevention 
of all financial, commercial or per- 
sonal intercourse between the na- 
tionals of the covenant-breaking 
State and the nationals of any other 
State, whether a member of the 
League or not. 

“It shall be the duty of the Council 
in such case to recommend to the 
several governments concerned 
what effective military, naval or air 
force the members of the League 
shall severally contribute to the 
armed forces to be used to protect 
the covenants of the League. * ® *’’ 

Although it is not likely that the 
provision for the use of armed forces, 
which might be utilized by a unani- 
mous vote of the Council, contained 
in the second paragraph of Article 
16, which is quoted, will be employed, 
it seems highly probable that the pro- 
visions of the first paragraph of 
Article 16 will be and should be in- 
voked against Russia or against 
China, depending upon whether or 
not the one, the other or both come 
within its provisions. 

The fact that the machinery for 
enforcement of the Briand-Kellogg 
pact is noticeably absent from the 
provisions creating its obligations, 
in contrast to the rather specific 
regulations for enforcement of 
League obligations contained in the 
Articles of the Covenant of the 
League of Nations, is no reason for 
supposing that the machinery does 
not exist or may not be devised 
through implications and developed 
by subsequent events. The action 
of the President of the United States 
in the Russo-Chinese complication 


has already established the fact that 
there is at least some machinery, 
perhaps to be yet more fully re- 
vealed, for the enforcement of the 
obligations of the States who have 
signed the treaty. And this means, 
practically, every State in the world. 

Although great help is to be found 
in the venant of the League of 
Nations and in the new peace pact, 
it is evident, from such disputes 
which have arisen since the close of 
the World War and which have been 
settled in each case by peaceful 
means, that the machinery is far 
from perfect. 

As the dispute between China and 
Russia is essentially a legal one, 
would not the ideal ultimate solution 
of it be a volun submission by 
both parties to th ermanent Court 
of International Justice for an opin- 
ion and judgment? In this way the 
controversy would not only be settled 
in the most just manner available, 
but at the same time there would 
be added to the world’s slender stock 
of international decisions a new 
legal precedent for the future and a 
new legal obstacle to international 
disorder.

Only to Edison’s. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Fifty-nine years ago a 9-year-old 
boy was filling the oil lamps which 
furnished dim illumination for a por- 
tion of the city of Albany. Today the 
American flag was at half-staff at 
the waterside station of the Edison 
Company. Inside that station a 215- 
000 turbine engine plant was produc- 
ing illumination and power for the 
city of New York. It was install} 
by Thomas E. Murray, the Albary 
lamp boy of threescore years ago, 
who died last Sunday. 

A flag at half-mast ordinarily is a 
symbol of sorrow. In the case of Mr. 
Murray it was, or should be, a pen- 
nant symbolical of the achievement 
of the youth of America and at the 
same time a banner proclaiming the 
love of a boy for his mother. 

Mr. Murray was known in the 
scientific and industrial world as an 
inventor and a genius second only to 
Thomas A. Edison, whose friendship 
he won because of his electrical re- 
searches. His inventions are in use 
in every quarter of the globe, and yet 
Mr. Murray’s modesty was so great 
that he refused to permit himself to 
be classified as an inventor or a 
genius. 

‘“‘Invention,’’ said Mr. Murray, ‘‘is 
10 per cent inspiration and 90 per 
cent perspiration.’’ The same mod- 
esty with which he did his work 
characterized his contributions to 
charitable causes. Always a maker 
of epigrams, Mr. Murray once said: 
‘When cherity is accompanied by 
publicity it is not charity; it is ad- 
vertising.’’ ™ 

The inspiration which the youth of 
America can draw from the life of 
Mr. Murray is to be found in a re- 
mark he once made to a business as- 
sociate. ‘‘Let me tackle the job,’’ he 
said, ‘‘which the other fellow says 
cannot be done.”’ That attitude to- 
ward the problem in hand character- 
ized his whole life. When still a 
lamp boy he glued his nose one day, 
as boys will, against the window of a 
pastry shop in Albany. In addition 
to the cakes before him he could see 
the engine which furnished power for 
the bakery. He wished to operate the 
engine and asked for the job. He 
was told he was too young. He 
thereupon began the construction of 
a steam engine from pieces of scrap 
iron to prove his ability. That engine 
was exhibited at the State Fair and 
probably was the cause of launching 
Mr. Murray on a career of invention. 
It is today the prized possession of 
his sons. 

The daring and imagination which 
characterized Mr. Murray’s work 
was illustrated by his activities dur- 
ing the war. The British Army had 
a 240-millimeter mortar that con- 
sisted of 32 pieces and which, of 
necessity, involved much labor and 
great cost. Mr. Murray in his first. 
venture into munitions perfected an 
electric welding process which re- 
sulted in the manufacture of the 
mortar in two pieces. The quantity 
of electric current necessary to ef- 
fect the welding of the two parts of 
the mortar was sufficient to turn on 
the light in every electric lamp in 
the city of Albany. The ordnance 
experts of the War Department were 
so doubtful of the new mortars that 
they declined to buy them. Mr. Mur- 
ray, then rich beyond the wildest 
dreams of the young inventor of Al- 
bany, risked his entire fortune to 
equip factories and manufacture 
enough mortars to demonstrate the 
efficiency of his device. 

Like his friend Edison, Mr. Murray 
was no respecter of sleep. When 
he awoke during the night with 
thoughts of a new invention he 
arose, went to the small laboratory 
in his home and worked out his 
thoughts on paper or in metal until 
his invention took form in a model. 
This tremendous energy Mr. Murray 
traced to his love for his mother. 
She was a widow when he was 9 
years old, and his fear that he might 
not support her in comfort inspired 
him in all of his early endeavors. 

Mr. Murray had no hobbies, unless 
an overwhelming love of family 
might be called such. He was the 
father of eight children and the 
grandfather of thirty-eight, and 
when: not in his laboratory he was 
with his children. 

The scientific engineering profes- 
sion has lost one of its great leaders, 
the city has lost the man who solved 
the problem of sending current into 
Edison’s lamps, the nation has lost 
a genius and thousands of men and 
women have lost a friend and a bene- .

Tells of Roane Activities. 


James A. Roane & Co., Inc.; was’ 
organized under the laws of New 
York State last Fall for the purpose 
of dealing in. securities, all of the 
stock being controlled by James A. 
Roane. 

Last January, according to Deputy 
Assistant Attorney General Harry M. 
Garvey, the Roane firm entered into 
a contract with United . Royalties 
Company, Inc., a Delaware, corpora- 
tion, agreeing to purchase 125,000: 
shares of United Royalties Company: 
Inc., stock at $6.87% for the first 
50,000 shares. The contract provided 
that ‘the stock should not be sold by 
the Roane corporation for more than 
$12 50 a share. 

Two- thousand shares of this stock 
were sold to the public at the maxi- 
mum price, Mr. Garvey said. He 
accuses the defendant of having 
‘‘published. certain literature and. of 
having mailed certain letters to pros- 
pects in which false representations 
were made to the public.’ 

Among other things, this literature 
said that the Roane’ corporation 
‘had ddopted an extensive search, 
examining many companies, for ‘the 
purpose of. selecting an oil issue 
which woul. satisfy its demands for 
safety and possibilities for substan- 
tial profit,’’ also that it proposed to 
hold for its own account a certain 
portion of the capital stock of the 
United Royalties Company, Inc. 

Supreme Court Justice Riegelmann 
yesterday signed an order perma- 
nently enjoining James A. Roane 
“from further fraudulent practices 
in the sale of securities.’

American to Cross Soviet Bor-

MOSCOW, July 23 UP).—Miss Mary 
Van Rensselaer Cogswell of 1,020 
Fifth Avenye, New York, became 'to- 
day the first American, it was said. 
since the foundation of the Soviet 





Republic to penetrate the frontiers | 


without a passport visa. 

Finding that she would miss the 
tour of the unofficial American dele- 
gation if she waited for a visa in 
Berlin, Miss Cogswell cast official 
red tape to the winds and set out 
for Moscow by way of Warsaw with 
only her social visiting card and a 
dashing, care-free nature to identify 
her. Her only companion was Mrs. 
Mabel S. Ingalls, a niece of J. Pier- 
pont, Morgan. 

When the two women reached the 
Russian frontier the Soviet passport 
authorities ‘held a solemn council and 
decided that they could not admit 
Miss Cogswell without a formal visa..- 


_|She, however, finally established to 


their satisfaction that she was the 
— hter of a wealthy New York 
mily and bent only on a pleasure 
igor of the Soviet Union, so that 
she not only won them over but they 
admitted her without payment of the 
customary $11. 
Diplomatic circles tonight were 
chuckling over her initiative. 


LENINGRAD, ' July 23 (P).—Mem- 
bers of the American party now ttour- 
ing Russia under the direction of 
Soviet guides and interpreters today 
visited historic Tsarskoye Selo, near 
here, where all the Emperors of Rus- 
sia after Peter the Great had Stm- 
mer palaces. The Soviet Govern- 
ment has converted it into a health 
and recreational centre for children. 

It was from the Imperial ‘Palace 
there, that Czar.

Brooklyn Borough President Pre- 
sents Statue of Mercury. to.

" The mind of all New York ‘ap- 
peared riveted yesterday on the 
Bremen, the new liner of the North 
German Lloyd, which arrived here 
on Monday after winning the blue 
pennant of the Atlantic in making 
the fastest run ever made -by a pas- 
senger steamship between :Europe 
and the United States. 

Thousands of persons clamored for 
an: opportunity to see and inspect 
the Jatest marvel of. the sea and 
shipping men who went on board the 
Bremen proclaimed her to be the 
greatest and finest. achievement in 
marine engineering. In alf, .52,000 
persons obtained passes from the 
North German Lloyd to board the 
liner before she begins her return 
voyage at midnight on Friday. 

The issuance of passes was discon- 
tinued at 9:30 o’clock yesterday 
morning, when a sign announcing 
that was posted at the office of the 
steamship company, 57 Broadway. 
At that time there were thousands 
waiting to obtain the coveted slips 
of paper. Before the day was over 
there developed a brisk trade in the 
passes both in front of the steam- 
ship office and at the Fifty-eighth 
Street pier in Brooklyn, where the 
Bremen is berthed. The passes were 
selling at $1 apiece. 

Officials of the steamship company 
estimated that 5,000. visited the Bre- 
‘men yesterday and that 40,000 would 
board the liner today and tomorrow 
and 5,200 others before the call ‘‘all 
visitors ashore’’ sounds on Friday. 


Walker Visits the Liner. 


Mayor Walker and a party of city 
officials and invited guests ‘vere 
among those who visited the Bremen 
yesterday. The Mayor came to name 


the ship’s seaplane. He named it 
the New York. Previous to’ this, 
Captain Leopold Ziegenbein of the 
Bremen, Philip Heinecken, president 
of the North German Lloyd, and of- 
ficers of the ship were officially re- 
ceived at Borough Hall in Brook'yn 
by Borough President Byrne. 

At the offices of the North German 
Lloyd five clerks were busy handling 
the demand for passes while a force 
of operators worked unceasingly an- 
evedar tequests' for information 
about the Bremen. As late as 6 P. M. 
persons pleading for permission to 
board the Bremen were being turned 
away. So great was the pressure of 
the crowds that company officials 
had to use a back entrance to make 
their way to their desks. The issu- 
ance of passes was discontinued 
when it was found that no more than 
those already fortunate enough to 
obtain them could be accommodated 
on the ship before she begins her re- 
turn voyage. 


5,000 at Brooklyn Reception. 


More than 5,000 persons gathered 
about the entrance to Borough Hall 
in Brooklyn during the reception by 
President Byrne. The hall was gayly 
decorated. In behalf of the borough 
Mr. Byrne congratulated Captain 
Ziegenbein upon his record run of 
4 days 17 hours 42 minutes—8 hours 
and 52 minutes faster than the rec- 
ord of the Cunarder Mauretania— 
and presented to the captain a silver 
statue of Mercury, emblematic of the 
a historic voyage. 

r. Byrne stressed the significance 


lyn pier and intimated that in. case 
the Manhattan piers might not be 


the size of the Bremen, Brooklyn 
would be the regular port of call for 
such liners. The question of larger 
piers was also touched upon by 
Mayor Walker during the luncheon 
on the Bremen. The Mayor asked 
for the cooperation of the North 
German Lloyd and of: all steamship 
lines in the city’s efforts to prevail 
upon the War Depariment to recon- 
sider its decision forbidding the ex- 
tension of Hudson River piers. He 
said that the city would do all in its 
power to obtain favorable action on 
this matter and to supply the neces- 
sary accommodations for the giant 
liners now in service and being built. 


Captain Thanks Borough Head. 


In thanking Mr. Byrne, Captain 
Ziegenbein praised the facilities of 


the Brooklyn waterfront, referring 
to the ease with which the Bremen 
was docked. Mr. Heinecken also ex- 
pressed his thanks te Mr. Byrne for 
the kind treatment the Bremen: and 
the North German Lloyd. had re- 
ceived from the people of Brooklyn. 

For Germans and citizens of Ger- 
man descent in Brooklyn the: Bor- 
th Hall celebration was. particu- 
larly significant, as it was the first 
time since the war when the “Stars 
and Stripes and the German national 
flag flew side by side from the build- 
i 


ng. ; 

Kmong those at the. celebration 
were Jacob C. Klink, banker; Jus- 
tice Frederick E. Crans of the Ap- 
pelate Division; Supreme Court Jus- 
tice William F. Hagerty, William H.

$1,000,000 Settled on Her. 





O. Francis Woodward, manufac- 
turer of food products, who made 
millions in the sale of Jello, has ob- 
tained a divorce from his wife, Mrs. 
Persis Davis Woodward, his attor- 
neys announced yesterday. It was 
persistently rumored that the decree 
had been obtained in Mexico, but his 
attorneys would neither admit nor 


deny this. ; 
The announcement of the attorneys 


came in explanation of the abandon- 


ment of Mr. Woodward’s divorce suit 
in Rockland County. Although on 
the calendar awaiting trial, it has 
heen: discontinued at the request of 
his lawyers. A financial agreement 
between the estranged couple, which 
was reached in March, still stands. 
Under it Mr. Woodward settled more 
than .$1,000,000. upon his wife and 
created trust fynds of $750,000 for 
each of their two-children, QOrator 
Francis Jr., 9 years old, and Ruth, 12. 

The granting of the.foreign decree 
apparently terminates all of, the liti- 
gation between Mr. Woodward and 
his former wife. Attorneys on hoth 
sides made it clear that the noto- 
riety given to the case had been dis- 
tasteful to all parties and no ques- 
tioning of the validity of the decree 
is therefore expected. Anplication 
has heen made in the Supreme Court 
here to discontinue the habeas corpus 
proceedings which constituted one of 
the suits brought in behalf of Mrs. 
Woodward as a result of the ‘‘kid- 
napping”’ of her two children by their 
father in Paris in January. 

The announcement issued by 
Charles T. Lark of 527 Fifth Ave- 
nue, Mr. Woodward’s personal coun- 
sel, said: 

“Mr. and Mrs. Woodward have 
been divorced within the last few 
days.: The suit in Rockland County 
has accordingly heen discontinued. 
We do not care to elaborate on ‘the 
icitcumstances of the decree. We feel 
that there*has:already been:too much 
unnecessary publicity.’’ ‘ 

Fred C. Scofield of 30 Broad Street, 
associate counsel with Mr. Lark, said 
that he was not at liberty to tell 
either the exact date on which the 
divorce was obtained or where the 
court order was made. 

“The fact is simply that they have 
been divorced. That is all that mat- 
ters,’’ he said. 

Louis D. Frohlich of 1,451 Broadway, 
who acted with Nathan Burkan as 
attorney for Mrs. Woodward in the 
habeas corpus proceedings, said that 
he knew no details of the divorce de- 
cree, because his firm had not repre- 
sented her in the divorce suit. Dud- 
ley Field Malone, Mrs. Woodward's 
personal counsel, is in Paris. 

The kidnapping of the two children 
in Paris first brought public notice 
to the estrangement of Mr. Wood- 
ward and his wife. . Charging. that 
his wife was keeping them without 
his consent, Mr. Woodward seized 
the children at their. school and hur- 
ried them aboard a liner sailing for 
New York. During the voyage his 
mother-in-law, Mrs. Mary A. Davis, 
of Fall River, Mass., obtained a writ 
of habeas corpus to return the chil- 
dren to Mrs. Woodward. 

Mrs. Davis's petition charged that 
Mr. Woodward was a heavy drinker 
and had. mistreated. his wife. Her 
daughter had started a suit for di- 
vorce in 1920 but ‘had not pressed it, 
she said. 

A dispatch from Fall River, Mass., 
last night said that Mrs. Woodward 
and her daughter Ruth had been 
staying at the Davis home there, but 
had started back to New York. 

In his divorce suit filed in Rock- 
land County Mr. Woodward charged, 
his‘ wife with misconduct in France. 
They were married in 1909 and lived 
together until 1920. -

The identity of Frank Marlow’s 
murderers is known, and only the 
absence of complete legal proof pre- 
vents presentation of the case to a 
grand jury, Police Commissioner 
Whalen annotinced yesterday.

Wilson's interro- 
gation lasted most of the afternoon 
and early evening. 

Another witness questioned anew 
was Joseph Masseria, better known 
in certain circles as Joe the Boss. 
Masseria, according to Commissioner 
Whalen, lives with Little Augie Cara- 
fano and goes about town in an 
armored motor car. He is ‘‘retired,”’ 
and living on his money, the Com- 
missioner said. 

The questioning of Masseria, police 
said, would continue until he tells 


them all they believe he knows about 
Marlow’s associates and movements 
just prior to June 24 when he was 
found dying of bullet wounds on a 
lonely .road in, Flushing.

Motor Shares Leaders in Sharp 
Recovery as Grains 
Lose Ground. 








-The faltering motor shares, which 
have been ki¢ked about Wall Street 
quite a bit during the past month 
or so, came to life in vigorous fash- 
ion yesterday, possibly due to the is- 
suance of remarkably good half- 
yearly statements by some of the 
large manufacturing units, notably 
General Motors, Chrysler and Pierce- 
Arrow. The figures, it is true, were 
not far out of line with preliminary 
predictions, nevertheless their pub- 
lication had the effect of eliminating 
the steady pressure of liquidation on 
these issues, and with this out of 
the way, momentarily at least, there 
was some.rather hurried short. cov- 
ering and practically all of the motor 
group established good gains for the 
day. The market as a whole, al- 
though inclined to. dullness and at 
times reflecting a very ragged ap- 
pearance, possesses a firm under- 
tone and most stocks were able to 
gain ground in yesterday’s dealings. 

It was quite evident that the stock 
market is under seasonal influences. 
Sales yesterday, as they have been 
for many market days, were under 
the 4,000,000-sharé mark, and deal- 
ings are to some extent, at least, 
Gesultory. In certain leading issues 
& great deal of professional activity 
is evident and it might be said that 
those stocks which are able to e»- 
tablish day to day gains and to con- 
tinue to new high ground are do- 
ing so largely because of the pro- 
fessiona! attention paid to them. As 
a background, however, for these 
particular movements .are exceptiou- 
ally good half-yearly corporate re- 
ports; a money market which does 
not show any signs of disturbance 
and the evidence of a high rate of in- 
dustrial activity throughout the coun- 
try. From present indications the 
traditional Summer lull in the stock 
market will be much less pronounced 
this year than is usually the case, 
and it is no secret that many bank- 
ers and brokers anticipate good mar- 
ket conditions to continue throughout 
the Autumn, provided, of course, that 
acute money difficulties do not once 
again interrupt the orderly course 
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of fluctuations. 

_The quiet strength of sterling, 
,which was again fractionally higher 
|yesterday, attracts a great deal of 
|attention in international banking 
circles, particularly as England is 
encountering difficulties in retaining 
her gold stock, due to favorable ex- 
port conditions for the metal to Paris 
and Berlin. In some quarters a fur- 
ther advance in. the British redis- 
count tate is ‘considered inevitable 
this Fall, especially in view of: the 
recent heavy- imports of gold by 
France and Germany. It is reason- 
able to suppose that all three coun- 
tries are looking forward to the time 
when their balances in New York 
must be replenished. That the ex- 
changes should continue so strong 
under such conditions, when dollars 
should reasonably be bought instead 
of sold for foreign account, has 
created no little comment on this

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BANKS FAIL T0 FIND 
BASIS FOR MERGER 


| Chatham Phenix and Bank of 
America Drop Plan—Project 
Had Been Made Public. 











/ALL COMMENT IS REFUSED 
| 

| Prestige Seen as the Probable 
Stumbiing Block—Stock Traders 


Likely to. Be Losers. 





Efforts to find a basis for the con- 
solidation of the Bank of America 
National Association and the Chat- 
ham Phenix National Bank and 
Trust Company, which have been 
going on for-more than a month, 
have failed, it was announced yes- 
terday. The mergér would have re- 
sulted in an institution having re- 
sources exceeding $825,000,000 and 
ranking among the foremost in the 
country. News that officials of the 


two banks were discussing a consoli- 
dation first became known about a 
month ago. An announcement was 
made at that time by Louis G. Kauf- 
man, president of the Chatham Phe- 
nix, that an agreement had been 
reached with A. P. Giannini and 
Elisha Walker to recommend a plan 
of merger to stockholders of both 
institutions. 

Since then frequent meetings of of- 
ficers and directors of the two banks 
have been held and it was thought 
in Wall Street until a few days ago 
that a formal announcement of the 
plan was imminent. In one or two 
cases terms of the plan were pub- 
lished indicating the supposed basis 
of exchange of stock of the two 
banks for shares of the consolidated 
institution and trading in the shares 
oe two institutions has been quite 
active. 


Brief Statement Issued. 


A statement given out last night 
through an advertising agency mére- 
ly said: 

“L. G. Kaufman, president of the 
Chatham Phenix National Bank and 
Trust Company, and F. C. Delafield, 
president of the Bank of America, 
National Association, announced to- 
day that the negotiations looking to 
the possible consolidation of the two 
banks have been discontinued.’’ 

Officials of both institutions re- 
fused to comment on the collapse of 
the cig Ser nea An officer of one 
of the banks eXplained that all those 
concerned had pledged themselves to 
make no explanation or comment be- 
yond the formal announcement. 

Those who have been engaged in 
arbitrage operations in the shares of i 
the two banks on the supposition! 
that the merger was a foregone con- 
clusion will be forced today to pocket 
a considerable loss as a result of the 
collapse of thé plan. These traders 
have sold Bank of America and pur- 
chased Chatham Phenix on the as- 
sumption that the latter institution 
would receive a more favorable basis 
of exchange. The result of their op- 
erations has been to depress the mar- 
ket price of Bank of America shares 
and raise the quotations on Chatham 
Phenix. 

Traders who have gone short of 
Bank of America will now be forced 
-to cover, possibly at a heavy loss. 
| Such traders are not of the type 

which usually takes place when a 

merger is projected, for they were 
not made on a ‘‘when, as and if is- 
sued’’ basis, as would ‘be dealings in 
shares of the consolidated institution 
itself. They represent actual trades, 
which must be paid for in cash, even 
though the prospect on which they 
' were based has not materialized. 

This is the first instance in a num- 
| ber of years in which a bank merger 
| which had reached the stage of pub- 
lic announcement has failed to be | 
carried through. .In recent months | 
there have been, it is understood, ai 








number of attempts to bring two 
banks togethér, which have been 
abandoned after lengthy discussion 
by officers of the institutions, but 
in none of these cases has the pub- 
lic’s knowledge of the negotiations 
gone beyond unofficial intimations. 


Other Moves Expected. 

The failure of the Bank of Amer- 
ica and the Chatham Phenix to’ get 
together has aroused conjecture in 
bankjng cireles as to whether the 
two institutions may not shortly 


seek elsewhere to satisfy their desire 
tor expansion. The Bank of Amer- 
ica has alréady arranged three mer- 
ale this year, having absorbed the 

raders National and the Nassau 
National, both of Brooklyn, and the 
private banking house of Blair & Co. 

Chatham Phenix, however, has not 
been active in the merger movement 
recently and the news that plans for 
a union with the Bank of Ameriea 
were being discussed came as a sur- 
prise to the banking. community. It 
is not unlikely, according to . the 
opinion expressed yesterday among 
dealers in bank stocks, that some 
other institution will soon approach 
the Chatham Phenix with a merger 
proposal, now that the willingness 
of that institution to merge has been 
révealed. 

While officials of the two banks 
withheld all comment, it is generally 
believed in banking circles that the 
failure to agree was largely due to 
inability to determine a satisfactory 
disposition of personnel and prés- 
tige. The two banks are not. far 
apart in size, Bank of America hav- 
ing resources of $514,392,833, accord- 
ing to its latest statement, while 
Chatham Phenix had resources of 
$311,087,462 in its latest report. 

Officials of the Bank of America 
are believed to have insisted on the 
absorption of the Chatham Phenix 
without change in the name of the 
Bank of America, while the Chatham 
Phenix directors are understood to 
have favored a retention in some 
form of the name of their bank. 

When it was announced that a ten- 
tative agreement had been reached, 
it was said that Mr. Kaufman would 
be president of the enlarged bank 
and Elisha Walker would héad the 
securities affiliate of the bank. No 
mention was made of the positions 
to be occupied by other officers of 
the two institutions and this prob- 
lem is believed to have been one of 
the most difficult confronting the 
negotiators.

The American I. G. Chemical Cor- 
poration, the lac of the German 
Dye Trust and the Standard Oil 
Company of New Jersey, will estab- 
lish a $20,000,000 plant near Monroe, 
La., if plans of a group headed by 
Harvey C. Couch, Louisiana railroad 
and public utility official, material- 
ize. Mr. Couch arrived here yester- 
day to begin negotiations with Amer- 
ican I. G. officials, who include 
Charles E. Mitchell, chairman of the 
National City Bank; Edsel Ford, 
president of the Ford Motor Com- 
pany; Walter Teagle, president of 
the Standard Oil Company of New 
Jersey, and Paul M. Warburg, pres- 
ident of the International Acceptance 
Bank. 

Construction of the plant would be 
the first move of the German-Amer- 
ican combination against the inter- 
ests represented by F. Garvin, 
former Alien Property Custodian, 
which have dominated the American 
dye industry since the war. 

It was stated in Wall Street that 
the proposed Louisiana plant would 
be in a position not only to manufac- 
ture dyes but use a new process for 
extracting gasoline from petroleum 
controlled by American I. G. Oil 
from the fields in Louisiana and 
near-by areas would be used in the 
process. 


Get Assurance on Taxes. 


The plans of the group represented 
by Mr. Couch have beén furthered 
by the announcement of Governor 
Long of Louisiana that he would not 
favor a tax by his State on the out- 
put of any plant the American I. G. 
established there. Moves have been 
made in Louisiana for such a tax, to 
be known as the occupational tax, 
and Mr. Couch’s group had predi- 
cated their negotiations with the 
American I. G. on an understanding 
that Governor Long would not put 
his influence behind such a tax. His 
group are satisfied that this tax will 
not be imposed and they are going 
ahead with their plans. 

Mr. Couch is president of the 
Louisiana & Arkansas Railway and 
of the are igg J a Power and Light 
Company, the uisiana Power and 
Light Company and the Louisiana 
Power Company, all three utilities 
being members of the Electric Bond 
and Share Company group. The new 
factory would require substantial 
amounts of power which could be 
supplied by one of these companies. 

The American I. G. recently an- 
nounced the development of a proc- 
ess by which 100 per cent of the 
gasoline present in petroleum may 
be recovered. It is known as the 
hydrogenation process, which was in- 
vented by Germans and perfected by 
American engineers. At present the 
production of gasoline averages 40 
per cent from every barrel in re- 
fineries using the cracking process,

Frictional Spark in Gasoline Y ard 
Believed Cause of Blast—Blaz- 
ing Oil Covers Vicinity. 


A tiny spark of frictional electric- 
ity, believed to have been generated 
by gasoline swiftly pouring into a 
tank car, started a fire yesterday in 
the storage yard of the Warner- 
Quinlan Gasoline Company, 19 Di- 
vision Street, Long Island City, that 
destroyed 1,500 tons of:coal and for 
a time threatened to ignite 50,000 gal- 
lons of gasoline. Two alarms brought 
twenty pieces of land fire apparatus 
and an additionai call summoned two 


with dense smoke, soot and flames, 
dangerously ¢close to the tanks. Some 
one turned on the automatic sprink- 
ler system: in the Warner-Quinlan 
yards and a protective -ilm of water 
began running down the sides of the 
huge containers. 

Fire apparatus from Blissville, 
Greenpoint, lower Long Island City 
and. Hunters Point arrived soon af- 
terward and ten lines of hose were 
directed against the tanks and the 
burning coal. The firemen’s. work 
was ‘hampered by the intense heat. 
The ‘fireboats Abram J. Hewitt and 
Zophar Mills came in close and sent’ 
powerful streams against the blaze. 
After a half hour of hard work the 
fire was under control, but the 150 
firemen were exhausted. 

‘Static peers f grounded 
some way, probably caused _ the 
snark,’’ Chief McKenga said. ‘‘The 
static must have been caused by fric- 
tion as the gasoline passed from the 
storage tanks to the tank car.”’
